The thirteenth , "They tranſlated -an Hare Lir- 
tle feer, becauſe the Kings wife was called Hare, 
leſt he ſhould fay the Jews mock me. +. 

When theſe Seventy Elders had tranſlated the 
Law into the Greek rongue, Ptolomy rejoycing 
- much intheir wiſdom, honoured them with Prince- 
_ ly apparel and great Rewards, brought them home 
again, tnerry and glad. Moreover he ſent by them 
Oblations to our God. At that time there were 
many that condeſcended to follow theLaws of the 
Grecians, but theſe Seventy refuſed. Not long aſter 
Captain Selenczes, Prolomy's companion in Office dy- 
ed, in whoſe ſtead Anriochus reigned in Macedonia. 
This Antixchus making War upon - Pro/omy, bereft 
him of allhis Dominions,and flew him. After that, ' 
he ſubdued the Land of 7/ae/ then under the Regi- 
- ment of Prelomy, and waxed very proud. He hated 
T-xet alſo, becauſe they loved Protemy, and aided 
him in the Wars againſt him. _ ng 
 Thisis that Artivchns that builded a great City 
upon the ſeacvaſt, and called it - Anriochia, where- 
in he made 4 golden Idol, commanding that the 
children of 7/7ac! ſhotld be brought unto it, and 
worſhip ic.” But ſome of themchoſe rather to fuf- 
| fer death for the Religion of their God, and fome 
other fell from the Symagogue, their Mother 
Chitrch. Before this he took away alſo their Sab- 
bath, theit New Moon, and league of circumd- 
1wn; fotbidding that in any wiſe they ſhould ob- | 
ferye theſe Commandments in any place through- - 
out all his dominions. © For the which he put Mas, 
hy of che- pk ro death, and opprefled them®* 
more, thin did ever any of- their enemies or ad-' ©.

Then fled many of the J1/-aebres to. the . mount 
 Modiit, and to fericho, becauſe of the Jaw Of / oli- 
pus and Avrtiochys his Lord, having. to their Go- 
vernour the high Prieſt . attathias Son... of 7obn, 

- Otherwiſe called Chaſmoname. The Prieſt enjoyned 
them to faſt and puniſh themſelyes. betore.the Lorc 
with weeping, ſackcloth and aſhes, And after this 
be faith unto them, if ye will jeopard yaur lives for 

_ the holy Lord, why die we like women ? Let us go 
and fight with Polipns, andif we dye-we:ſhall dye 

- With honour : peradventure the Holy- and bleſſed 
. Godwill help us and will not root out.the remnant 
of Jae, To this counſeFevyery-.man. aflembled, 
and made a Covenant with him upon this thing. 
 Polipus hearing this, gathered his Forces, together 

_ and made towards them -to deſtroy. them,.and what 
Tfraclite {ever he found in his' way. he :1lew him. 

_ Mattathias the Prieſt, -and all the remnant of 1/rae!, 
_ underſtanding that Polipes came againſt them, they 
_ went up the mount edire . with their wives and 
 _Children. . Then pur: he himſelf and his, Sons in ar- 
_ mour, Hehad five Sons; :7«das the eldeſt, -+the next 
 Fonathay , tþ h -Schimeon, 
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the fifth, Eleazer All theſe were valiant men of war. 
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Mattathias, ſaying : Thou art one of the chief men 
in J/ael, and. a man of honour and eſtimation. 
Come down therefore, and all that be with thee, 
worſhip the .Image , and- ſtrive not__ againſt the 
King, that ye may live and not be deſtroyed. Thou 
ſhalt be their Prince alſo, if thou ſhalt beconforma- 
ble. But the Prieſtin no wiſe would be ſeduced by 
him, but rather curſed and reviled him. Afatrathias 
had an Altar at the foot of the Hill, whereupon 
when he had offered ſacrifice to: the moſt bleſſed 
Gad, there came one of the wicked 7/7aelires out of 
Polipus Camp, and killed upon'it a fine. ' This. 
Villain was young and luſty, but the Prieſt was old: 
yet when he {gw -what this lewd fellow nad done, 
crying to his God to ſtrengthen him, he challenged 
a combat between himſ(elt and the fellow; Which 
thing being liked both of the fellow and of Po/;- 
tus with his whole Army : Matrathias came down 
with his drawn ſword in his hand, and the fellow 
ſtood againſt him ready to receive him. But the 
Prieſt ruſhing upon him by the aſſiſtance of his God, 
overcame him, cut of his head and caſt his carkats 
_npon the Altar, whereat Polizrs and his whole 
Hoaſt were much aftonied beholding one another. 
The Prieſt ſtood ſtill by the Altar crying, which 
_ of you will come to me man for man ? Then Pe/#- 
pus picked out a ſtrong Champion, the beft of all 
his Army, and brought him 'our of the atreis of 
_ hoaſt, to teach him his lefſon, how he ſhould be 
have himſelf with the Prieſt. The Prieſt therefore 
drew toward the Camp, with his naked' fward in 
his hand, as though he came to joyn with. theit 
Champion : but leaving him, he turned his Gord 
| ppon Potipus : {truck off his head, and fled to the 


hit! 


When tliey wete deſtitute of Victuals, and ſpeedily 
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kill. Then blowing their horns, and making a 
ſhout together, they ruſhed down upon the Grec#- 


ans Camp. But when the Gretiavs faw that their

| grand Captain was ſlain, they fled; Chaſmoname and 


$ Sons with all 17-ae! followed the . chaſe ; oyer- 


threw them, and made great (laughter. 


This done, Mattathias the Ptieſt went to Ternuſa- 
lem, purified the Temple, reſtored the Worthip- 
ping of God, and commanded all that were born 
during the time of Polipee to be circumciſed, for by 


the means of his inhibition, they were uncircumct- 


fed. Thus being eſtabliſhed , he fate upon the 
Throne of the Kingdom, and drovethe Greeks out 
of the Land of 1/-ae!.. His Kingdom endured -one 
year, which was the 212 year from the es 3 of 
the ſecond Houſe, Aﬀeer this he fell ſick and like 


 todye, charged his Sons to keep the obſervations 


df the Lord andto walk in his ways: alſo to play 


the men againſt the Grecians, for the Religion of 


the Lord. Then brought he forth ?adas a tall man 
and a hardy, and placing him in the Santuary,took 
2 horn of oyle, and poured it upon his head, where- 
at the 1/aelites clapped their hands ,, and gave'a 
great ſhout, ſaying, God fave the King, God fave 


Soon after Judas gathered an Army of 1/7ae!, and

' by: And he ſet forward his Horſemen, with horſes 
and waggons laden with all manner of munition for 
the wars, as Bows, Shields, Targets, Swords, and - 

Spears, Breaftplates, and Morions, beſides a great 
number of Elephants, and ſuch, that twelve: vali- 
ant men might fight upon one Elephant, the Ele- 
phants being” to them as a fortreſs. But King 
«dar taking heart to him, put: his truſt in his God 
andjoyned battel with him. At -length when he 
with the power of ae! approached to the Ele- 
phants; they flew them downright, ſo that the Ele- 
phants roared, the Horſes and all the beaſts | that 
drew -the baggaze and furniture, were very fore 
afraid. King "Antiochas, 'alſo being mounted ypon 
his Mare, and not able tofit herin her flight-was 
thrown down. His'fervants-therefore finding him, 
rook him up, and bare him a while on their ſhoul- 
_ ders, and (being a corpulent and groſs man) they

ere not able to carry him further, but 'caſt him 

: dowiyinthe way. | The Lord had plagued him al- | 
fo and his whole Hoaſt with a dry ſcab, or rotten 
matter , and. with -qther moſt hornble diſeaſes :

 to-he the hand of God. Whereupon he made a vow, 

thir if he eſcap'd; he' would circumciſehimſelf, with

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him not. He fled therefore on foot as well as he 
might, and dyed by the way, through his grievous - ©

_ and as they had laid wood upon the Altar, and the 
ſacrifice upon that, they called unto the Lord, 
TJovingly to accept their ſacrifice, and in the mean 
{pace, fire came forth of the Altar by its own ac- 
cord, conſuming the ſacrifice and the wood, the like 
never chanced to them unto this day. This miracle 
was wrought the z5 day of the Month Ell, or 
| Auguſt. | | . 
* The King madean expedition alſo into Arabia, 
to war upon the people thereof, and made of them 
a great ſlaughter, and brought them into ſubje&ion, 
and made them tributaries. In his return he ſer 
upon a great City of the Greeks, wanit, and razed 
it. After that he madea road into Greece ten days 
journey, where came againittim with a mighty 
Army the chief men in King Opiters Realm, next his 
perſon: but?-das diſcomfited him and all his peo- 
ple. - From whence he went to the Ciry Spo/zs,that 
-wasunder the Romans, where came forth to meet 
him -Goaolias, with a royal preſent, informing him 
that they had ever born the 1/-ae/ites good will, were 
- their neighbours, and ſhewed them pleaſures. The 
King examined the matter, and found their 
words: true: ſo receiving their Preſents, departed

_ After this G or gorins a Captain of the Romans Ivo- 
ved war with 7-das, but 7adas ſtruck a battle with 
him,” and deſtroyed his whole Army, - {o that none 
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' Opiter Son of Amtiorhas; hearing what acts Judas 
did in all Countreys round about: he muſtred: all 
his people, levyed a puiflant Army, wherewith he 
came and beſieged Bethar. Then cryed Judas and 
all 7/-4el to their God with faſting and facrifices. 
The night after, ow divided his, men into certain 

bands, commanding them to give the Grecians a 
Camiſado and to enter their Camp whles it was 
dark : which they did, and ſlew very many of the 
beſt of the Grecians ; about four thouſand prepa- 
ring nevertheleſs for the Field againſt the morroy, 
where alſo the 1/-aelires did beac down many of the 
Greeks. In that Battel was {lain Eleazer Son of at- 
tathias the Kings brother. For when he eſpied one 
with a goldeh {word upon the Elephant, he thought 
' It to-be King Opiter who had 20 Elephants in his 

Army 3 therefore he took heart to-him, and beat 
down the ſouldiers of the Greeks on both fides 


were thy hover f ſtrong, till he came tothe Ele- 


phanet. And becauſe the Elephant was {o high that 
he eould not reach them that fate upon:him , he 
thruſt his {word into. the belly of tte beaſt; to over- 
throw the King, whereat the -Elephant ſhrunk to- 
gether and fell upon Eleazer, that he died there, 
for whoſe ſake all 17-4e! mourned, and made great

- "But Opiter hearing this ſtraightway made ſuit to 
King 7xdas for peace, and a League to be made be-

 Aferhim ſucceeded Demerrias tus enemy, who

King 7-das alſo after 
he returned from the Camp, made unto Nica- 
zor, a great feaſt, calling him and his Noble-men | 
with him- into ferzſaſem, where they eat and. "ſl 
drank at the Kings Table. King 7#das was yet ' 
unmarried, wherefore Nicanor moved him totake 2 | 
Wife, that he might have iflue, and not loſe his fuc- 
ceſhon, whoſe counſel Fadas allowed. = 
"This done, the lewd pickthank Atkins declared 
to King Cemetrizs the League that Nicanor had 
made with King Judas ; whereat Demetrizs being 
wroth, writ to Nicazor, that he had intelligence of 
is traiterous practices. Nicanor WAS 1 oa ſalent 
when this Letter was delivered him : when 7adas 
heard of the contents of the Letter he fled out of 
feruſalem into Samaria, where he ſounded a Trum-

When he heard of Nicanors coming, he iſſued 
out of Samaria to meet him, and after they had 
joyned battE], fade: {ew of the Greeks to the num- 
ber of eighteen thouſand Horſemen, took Nicanor 
alive, and.did intend to kill him. But Nicaner be- 
{ought pardon of him, alledging that the King knevy 
well enough, that he began not this battel, with his

of the King his Maſter. Wherefore (faith he) 1 hum- 
bly befeech your Majeſty not to kill me, and I-will

The King- Alexander railed 11x thonſand horſe- 
men to aid him. But the King of the Grecian: 
writ privily to the Ancients of the SeCtaries, that 
they ſhould not aid Alexander ; to the fouldiers 
alſo that Alexander had hired, he ſent. rewards, 
gold and falver, that they - returned. home to their 
country, and aided not Alexander, whereupon he 
was not able to withſtand Demetrizs. Therefore 
hearing that Demetrius was removed from Sichem to- 
wards Creſles, intending totake him inthe City, 
he fled by night with a few of hismen to the moun- 
tains and lurked there. es 
 Whenthemen of 1/ae! that were in 7«dea, heard 
that the King was fled out of 7er»ſalem, and that. the 
City was in fear to come into the hands of the Gre- 
ciaxs * they gathered themſelves together, and ſtood 
for their lives, as though all had. been one man, to 
| the number of ten thouſand, and ſet upon Demerrixs 
Camp, killed all. his beſt-men of war, and ſpoiled 
all his Hoaſt, that he fled from them, and came home 
into his Country with great diſhonour. . _ 

* This done, the King took heart to him, and re- 
turned to his Kin gd om, but the Phariſees fled to Berh- 
zeſp, fortifying themſelves againſt the King, who 
_ having intelligence thereof, gathered an Army and 
went againſt them, won the City, and-took eight 
hundred of rhe chiefeſt Phariſees, bound them in 
chains, and bronght them to fersſalem: 


* - Then banquetted he all his ſervants. upon -the 
roof of his Palace in a high place, where, his lear- 
ned Peers did eatand drink, till they were drunk.

Thus when he ſeemed to be un- 
willing to pray, Hircanus men compelled him, draw- 
ing their {words, and ſaying, if thou wilt not pray, 
thou {ualt-dye for it. Therefore as he {aw his life 
| in jeopardy, he cryed unto the Lords © Lord ever- 
laſting, which haſt choſen thy people Iſrael out of all 'peo- 
ple, and haſt ſet thy Name in his houſe, may it pleaſe thy 
Majeſty to plant among the. children of Iſrael friendſhip 
and brotherhood, take away from -among them this ha- 
tred which 1 riſen of nothing, and let not the one of theſe 
fattions prevail againſt the other, ſeeing they all be

That- Captain therefore writ unto Hartam King of

mans ſhall. ſhortly invade thy Land, Hartam on the

Pompeins writ his Letters to 4riſtobulus,” with 
great thanks and commendation for the fame, al- 
{luring him, how both he and the whole Senate fa- 
voured him, and that he ſhould have a friend of 
him to ſpeak in his cauſe as long as he lived. Hirca- 
us hearing of this, was clean daſhed and in deſpair. 
But Avtipater comforted him, ſaying, let not the 
_ friendſhip that is betwixt .Pompeins and thy brother. 
. diſmay thee: I will go to him and make him thy 
friend. Upon that he went to Pompeizs,and perſwa- 
ded his mind to hate Arifobulus and to favour Hir- 
_ canus, informing him thus; if thou (faith he) defend 
Hircanns, all I/rael will be content to be under thy 
protection, for they love him every man; bur if 
thou defend Ariftobulxs, the people will : not obey 
thee, for they hate him. Pompeius charged him that

He deprived the Gretians of the Em- 
pire and Dominion, tranſlating 'it- to the Roprays.; 
Many. Provinces alſo beſides that, he did ſubdue, 
and returning to Rome with a _power,, attempted 
to getthe Dominion and ſole power over them.But 
_ they had made-{olemn ſtatutes in the time of their 
- progenitors, never to ſuffer any. King among tliem, 
_ or any man to have perpetual: rule: oyer. them; 
wherefore they would not make 7ulizs King :Upon 
.rhis roſe amongſt them great and mortal wars, fo 
te ful {lew a great many of them, and. without 
number. - When :Pompeins. underſtood that -Ceſar . 
mmm reigned 
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reigned at Reme,. and had killed the Conſul, and 
"Senate, with all the Nobility of -Rome, he gathered 
together his whole Army out of Arabia, and made 
toward him. 7-1» having intelligence of his 
coming againſt him, ſent for Arifobxls out of pri- 
ſon, ſpake friendly unto him, gave hima power and 
made him.grand Captain thereof, bidding him go 
and encounter with Pompeizs : Indeed his Army was 
aſtrong Army, and hehimſelfa Kingof no ſmall 
- prowels, and valiantneſls. Powpeizzs hearing that 
Ariſtobulus came againſt him, was fore afraid of his 
 valiantneſs, and of his Hoaſt ; wherefore he ſent 
to the inhabitants of eru/alem that were. under his 
obedience, that they ſhould preſent 4riftobnlns with 
ſome gift, whereby- they nught deceive him and 
BG. The Inhabitants of er»/alen: at his 
requeſt, ſent unto Ariftobulus a preſent, by certain 
Noble-men, whereat Ariſfobulas was right . joyful, 
and did. eat and banquet with them, till he was 
- overcome with drink, then they impoiſoned him, 
and he dyed : The time that he reigned over 1/-ae/ 
was four years and {1x months. He was a good man - 
of War, hardy in fight, and a man of amiable coun- 
tenance. OO TIE 
Pompeins receiving tydings of his death, the more

the Sriars were weary of their lives, for fear of 
them. Wherefore the King of Hris ſent unto

; | = egar d the Judges. - When Hirtanus - perceived that 


kizs and his complices. Whereupon Herod prepa- 
red himſelf, and went to meet with Hizkias as he 
return'd from the ſpoil of Syria, aud came upon 
him unawares and flew him and his men. Where- 
upon when the King of Syria was certified, he ſent 
2 noble reward unto Herod of Silver, Gold, and 
recious Stones,” by which, and by -like means, he 
Yecame very famous. Theſe Noble men of 7-4 
made their complaint unto Hircarzs. upon Antipa- 
- ter and-his ſons, for their opprefling the Land of 
?ada, deſiring that. Herod might be ſummoned from 
Galilee, to appear in judgement and anſwer with 
others for killing of Hizkias. The King therefore ſent 
for him, and he upon that came to fern/alem, appeared 
beforethe Judges, Princely apparelled, with a gilt 
| ſwordabout him. Whoſe pride an ancient man ( cal- 
" led Samai)) blamed, and reprehended alſo his ſtout 
| heart, but he would not giveear unto him, nor yet

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the Judges had almoſt determined to- give judge- 
ment againſt the young man, and-to make him away, 


he took pity on him, and ſaid, we will not give ſen- | 


tence to day, to morrow 1s a-new day, and by that 
means delivered hum out of their hands: Herod 
knew not afore that it was a matter of life and death, 
that. night therefore he fled to the King of Hria, 
declaring all what hapned unto him : The King o 
Hria let him have a ſtrong Army, and came with 
him himſelf, purpoſing to beſiege fer»ſalem: But his 
Father  Antipater, and his eldeſt brother 'Phaſelzs, 
came unto him, and rebuked him faying; Ts this 
the reward that thou rendereſt unto King Hirca- 
"us that took pity on thee, and would not have 
thy blood ſhed? - Therefore they willed him to de- 
part” from 7er»ſalem ; unto whom he condeſcended,

er. 7=lius Eqmperour of Rewe about that time ( ashe 
was worſhipping in the houſe 'of his God) was mur- 
thered by the. conſpiration; -of certain . of them 
which had ſerved Pompeivs that was flain, as is afore- 
mentioned: The name of one of them that killed 
him was Caſſizs, of the Country of Macedonia, who 
| fled thither, being aftaid to tarry -at Rome - this 

Caſſias had great Dominions in Aacedonia, Ant:- 
zater alſo of whom- we ſpake, was a great ſcourge 
to the Noblemen of 7ada, and a great deal forer 
man than was - Hircans himſelf: yea, Hircanes 
could do nothing in compariſon of him, for he had 
no rule himſelf, but Arzripater and his Sons. bare all

' "Herod hearing that Marcus Avtonins was ſlain, 
and-that Oftavian Auguſtus. was: come into Egypt, 
he faimed for fetr ,of the diſpleafite of Ofaviar.

were fled tothe Mount: $92, he and his company: 
{et upon them, prevailed againſt them, and flew a 
great many of them. Agrippa perceiving the power 
of the ſeditious grew apace,he {ent our of-his camp, : 
where he lay without the Town, two valiant Cap+ 
tains, one named Darins, the other Philippus, with: 
6009 men to {uccour thoſe Elders and Sages, that, 
were defirous of peace : Theſe prevailed againſt 
 Eleaſar and the {editions that took his part 5-made 
a great {laughter of them, skirmithing forthe ſpace 
of ſeven days together, and at length put them to 
flight, and purſued them to the Temple. From 
that time forth the wars increaſed more and mote, 
between Elcaſar and his Complices, and Agrippa 
with his hoſt, and the Sages, Elders, and Princes: 
that took their part. Upona time wheathe Cap- 
tains of Agrippa entred the Temple, certain cut- 
throat murderers , raiſed by the feditious, mixt 
themſelves amongſt the Kings bands, and getting 
behind their backs, wounded them with daggers 
that they had under their jackets; ſo that the Kings 
Souldiers having Lances, and great arming Swords 
in their hands, ſuch as they uſe in the wars, could: 
| not wield them in the preſs; by this means many: 
of them wereſlain,. and the ſeditious got the victo- 
ty. Thus Darizs and Philippus W ith the Roman 
Army were put to flight ; and the Elders with the 
| Sages that were defirous of peace, departed out: of 
townand fled to K..4grippa. Then had Eleafar and: 
the: ſedjtious che whole rule of the City, and all 
TS, OT OY on 
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to their great damage; forthe fury of the ſeditious 
increaſed to ſuch outragiouſnels that they ſet on hire 
King Aerippa's, houſe that he had in 7ernſalem, {poil- 
edall his treaſure, andall that was any thing worth 
they divided anongſt themielves They burnt the 
Books of accompts, and bills of debts, every one 
that were in hisPalace.Bererice's houſe alſo theKings 
fiſter they ſet on fire: and they ſlew alſo the cunning 
_ Artificers that were Maſters of the Kings works 3 
fo their- ruke and power in the City grew every 
 daymore and more grievous than other.

JN thoſe days dwelt the Jews and Aramites to- 
K gether in all the Cities of $ria, amongſt whom 
alſo was war waged :- for the Ceſareans brought 
the Romans into the Town againſt” the Jews, and 
flew them as many as they could find in the town. 
The - Damaſcians alſo conſpired together to de- | 
ſtroy all the fems that dwelt amongſt them, which 
thing they kept ſecret from their: wives, becauſe 
for the moſt part they favoured the fews religion. 
Therefore [the Aramires. upon a certain nigh 

- armed for the purpoſe, beſetall the ways and en- 
trances into the Town, and houſes alſo, and ſlew 
about tea thouſand of the fews, coming-upon them 
unawares, when they were. in their beds, nothing 

miſtruſting ay ach matter: *When the fews of 
 Teruſalem heard, how the Aramites had dealt with 
. the fews in their Country ,>fyddenly they pur 
themſelves in arms, andin[afury and rage, like 
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as it had been Lions and Bears that had loft their | 

whelps, they ran-to Damaſco, burnt their holds, 
 putthe Damaſcians to the ſword, men, women and 
children, even the very ſucking babes: yea, their 
 Oxen, Sheep, Camelsand Afles, with all other 
Cattel, leaving none alive. And thus they dealt 
with many Cities of the Syrians, ſlaying and kil- 

ling them, not ſparing either old or- young, male. 

q or female,but deſtroyed all in moſt cruel wiſe;even 
# the very infants and {ucklings they haled from their 

& mothers breaſts,and murthered them,inſomuch that 
8 all the whole land was full of the ſtink of the dead 

| bodies that were ſlain, for there was no man left to” - 
8 bury the Carkafles. So the fews waſted all the land. 

| of the. Aramites, and had deſtroyed it, had not Caf: 
8 /s a Captain of the Romans delivered Syria and 
the Country of Zapha. The people therefore de- 
| parted. wholly. from Aram, to return into 7adea, 

y and in the way they came to Scithopolis, a City in 
| Hria intending to beliege it, for it was yet left un- 
touched, and was very ftrong : At that time allo 
| the fewsand Aramites dwelt together in it. The 
tews therefore that were without, offered peace to- 
the fers that dwelt in the Town, but they refuſed 
it, and defied them, railing atthem, and for their 
friendly offer, requited them with opprobrious 
Words, and with injuries alſo.

3 of Syria. For Tam he, that- for your [ae es have warred 
againſt. my Comntrymen to pleaſe you withal : ' yea bath 
their blevd and mine have Tpledged unto you ; and ave 
kept inviolated the love of ftrangers , hating my own 
_ people, of whom for your pleaſures I have lain oft beth 
the fathers and the children; and now ye render evil 
for the good I have done unto you. But indeed God 
of his- 5 judgement hath ſtirred you up to reward me 
this fort, to murther me, that have ſo often _ 
ved you Now therefore ye - ſhall bear me-witneſs that 
1 Had ſufficiently and Joarply exongh, take _ 
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of my own life, not without rage and fury, moſt ſevere- 
ly, becauſe T have ſlain my fellows and friends I will 
therefore ſlay my ſelf, tobe avenged of miy ſelf, for my 


 Erothers blood that T have ſhed, and ſo ſhall be revenged 
of their blood, and ye ſhall well perceive me to be of that 


courage, that rather than ye ſhall, ſlay me, and after

When he had ſpoken this, his eyes were filled

him forthe children, and be ſorry for their ſakes : 


That done, his Wite came running of her own ac- 
cord and held her neck down to the ſword, leſt the 
ſhould be conſtrained to ſee her children dye.

All this Schimeon did with a great courage, to 


take puniſhment of himſelf, becauſe he had be- 


ſtowed his love rather upon ſtrangers, than upon 
his own people, and todeclare his force and man- 


So. 
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So hedyedan abominable and deteſtable death, 
ave only it was an argument ot his haughty mind 
and great courage, as it is faid before. 

Now when the fews hadthus rebelled againſt the 
Romans, and {lain their ſouldiers, and Captains, 
King Agrippa went to Rome and recounted unto Ne- 
ro Ceſar the Emperour of Rome all that was hapned 
whereupon Ncro ſent Captain Caſſius (that was at 
that time in-$ria, and had made war upon the 
King of Per/ia, and vanquithed him and all his pow- 
er, and ſubdued his dominious to the Romans (and. 
- with him a puifſant Army of the Remazs, command- 
| ing him to go into f-dea, to offer peace unto the 
| people, to comfort them, ' and to bring them 
| again into league with the Romans, if it might be. 
| Cafſius therefore took his journey towards 7adez, 
Agrippa met him in the way, and informed him 
what had hapned unto him concerning the Jews 3 
how hehad offered them peace, and they would 
have none of it ; how alſo they had burnt his 
Palace, and ſacked it: Cafſins hearing that, was 
very glad that he had gotten ſuch an occation to 
revenge the blood of the Romans and S WI4ns, 
| which the /ews had ſhed : wherefore he levied a 
mighty Army and came to Ce/area , and where- 
ſoever he did eſpy the goodlieſt buildings, thoſe

Captain came againſt Peruſalem, wan it and appre- 
 hended Arifobalzs, bound him in irons, and car- 

ried him captive to Rome, in whoſe place he or- 
dained Hircans his brother to ſucceed, who 
reigned forty years, During his reign revelled 
Ws | i | 2 : Nt;e 
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Antigonus {on of. Ariſtobulue, Hircanus brother, 
and with the aid of an Army of the Perſians, in- 
countred with Hircanus took him priſoner, and 
ſent him to Babyloy, cutting off his ears, that he 
' ſhould never after be meet either for the Prieſt- 
| hood, or for the Kingdom. Antigonus reigned three 
years : In his days Herod fled and joyned himſelf 
with the Romans, by whoſe help he flew Antigonus 
- the third year of his reign, and-reigned after him 32 
years, and then died. After Herod {ucceeded Arche- 
laus his ſon, who was taken by the Romans, the ninth 
year of his reign, laid in bonds, and ended his life 
at Rome, Next to him reigned Antipater his brother, 
who changed his name and called himſelf Herod; he 
reigned full ten years, overcame and waſted Spain, 
becauſe the King of Spain had raviſhed and taken 
' away his brothers Wife, and there died. = 
_ Aﬀerhim followed Agrippa, fon of Ariftobulns, 
that was his brothers ſon z he reigned three and 
twenty years, after. whoſe death his ſon Aerippa 
_ xeigned twenty years. This is that Agrippa of whom 
we now ſpeak, and of the calamity that  befel in 
his timeupon {/ael. For all the while he reigned,the 
Wars between the Romans and T/rae! never cea- 
ſed, until the people of 7-dea were led captive into 
the Provinces of the Remars : at that timealſo the 
Tempte was defolate, I mean the deſolation of the 
ſecond Temple, which we {aw with our eyes build- 
:&d anddeſftroyed 7. | 
_ - Thezs, year of the reign of . King, Aerippa, the 
 9.-day of the 5. month that is called 46, viz. 7s 
-Ners Cz/ar ſent a Preſent for a burnt-offering, to 
be offered at the Temple in ferafalem, requiring 
-. peace of the Elders and Sages of Zdea and fern- 
EE as __ *falem, 
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ſalem, and that they would receive him into league 


with them, ſaying, My requeſt is, that you world of 


fer my preſent to the Lord your God, for his ſervice and 


religion liketh me wvery' well, ſo that I aefire you, to joyn 
in league with me, according as you> have done with' the 
Emperours of Rome my Predeceſſors in time paſt Thave 
heard what Cafſius the Captain of mine Army hath done 
to you, which adiſpleaſeth me- out of meaſure 5 where- 


fore IT aſſure unto you a faithful league, by. the conſe;t 


and counſel . of the Senate. of Rome, that hereafter 
there ſhall never any Roman Captain ſtir hand or fort 
apainſt you, but rather your - Chieftans, Rulers, and 
7udges ſhall be all Jews, and of Jeruſalem : Yea 
Agrippa your King, ſhall be Lord © f all your Rulers, 
and what he commands, you ſhall ao it; the Romans- 


ſhall only be called your Lords, and have no more to do 


with you. 

So when theſe Legates came to 7er»/alem, they 
went and'ſpake with Aa»? the Prieſt, informing 
him of Nero's mind, and {hewed him his Preſent, 
placing it afore him : The Preſent was this z A 
Bull for a burnt-offering, with a Crownof Gold 
upon his-head, his horns alſo were covered with 
Gold ; upon him was a cloath of Purple powdred 
with precious ſtones, there weat certain beiore him 
that carried ten talents of Gold, beinad- followed 
very many ſheep for peace offerings. When Elex- ' 


far, Azani's ſon heard thereof, he came and cait 


out of the Temple the Lord Aero Ce/ars Preſents, 
{aying, we will not profane and unhallow the San- 
Etuary of our Lord, with the offerings of ſtrangers ; 
for God will accept neither theic burnt-oferings, 


nor their peace-offerings : When he had ſo {aid he 


ſounded a trumpet, {et his men in array wil he :

Hoſt of the Romans that kept watch and ward in 
the City of fersſalew, and{lew many of them that 
day, with one of their Captainsalſo, and another 
they took alive ; he being: a valiant man, and ſee- 
ing the routs of the fews to urge him grievouſly, 
faid unto them, ſave my life and I will yield 3 un- 
_ to whom Eleaſer the Rebel ſware that he would not 
ſlay him; but ſpare him for his manhood (for he had 
ſlain very many of the 7ews before) whereupon he 
yielded himſelf. EE. 

' "Then Eleaſer faid unto him: Like as thy ſword 


. -. hath made many women childleſs, fo ſhall thy muther be 


made childleſs of thee above all others, and therewith, 
contrary to his oath, he commanded his ſervants 
to kill him. King Aprippa ſeeing this,was wonderful 
ſorry. Therefore as he ſtood in one of the ſtreets, 
hecryed, O thou Rebel Eleaſer, I pray God that thes 
miſchief, whereof thuu art canſe, and thy atts, may 
light upon thee, and thy fathers honfe, which when 


'  # cometh topaſs; we ſhall never tie diſmayed at, It 


appeareth they ſhall have ſomewhat to do, that ſtu- 
ay to make peace and tranquillity in thy days; for 
they are ſure to-be deſtroyed with thee, How long 
wilt thou continue to bring us into the Bryars, thou enc- 
»'y and hater of -the Lord? why deſk thou deſtroy 
and wafte' the Vineyard of the Lord God of hoſts? 
_ Eleaſer anſwered him, What, takeft theu upon thee 
the name of the Kings if thow be a King, why com- 
mandeſs thou not us to be puniſhed? Where be thy 
valiant ſouldiers? Lets ſee, come thou and they ty- 
gether and chaſten men, that it may be tryed whether 
thou be indeed a King or no, thou ſtandeſ} aloof off, 
and when thox ſpeakeſt, thy feet are ready to run a- 
way, as thoagh a avg ſnould ſet himſelf againſt an armed 

OS = man, 
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man, and bark at him, bleating out his tongue. With 
this he winked upon the Rebels his complices to 
run upon Agrippa, and take him whileſt he held him 
m alk but that was gre of one of Agrippa's 
fervants whom. he. had appointed for the ſame pur- 
poſe, to ſtand over againſt him as nigh as he might, 
to mark and ſpy if the Rebels would make any fti 
toward him, and to let him haye knowledge; he 


therefore laying his hand upon his head gave a fign. 


tothe King to flee, ſaying, away, away, for if thoy 
tarry any longer, the ſedirious will {lay thee and us 
together. Agrippa perceiving that, he gat from 
thence with a ſpeed, the Rebels purſued him, but 


in-vain, for they could not overtake him. So he got _ 


to Zapho, a Town under the Romans, where he was 
in{afeguard. From thence he fled to Rome. and 


declared to-:the: Emperor Nero, the miſchief that 


| befel at teruſalem, and all that ſeditious Fleaſer had 


done to his offering, alſo how his commandment 


| took no place.. Wherefore Nero joyned unto him 
_ again Caſſiizs with a huge Army, wherewith they 
both entred 7udea, and wan many walled Towns, 
amongſt - which they razed 7apho. For the Ro- 
mans perceiving the power of the Rebels to en- 
creafe, were afraid. leſt- they ſhould get it into 
their hands whereby it might be an annoyance in 
time to come to the Romans, chiefly ſeeing it 
Hr a notable- Haven for their {hips to arrive 16 
___ LE | So 
 Afﬀter- tliis, both Agrippa and Cafizs led their 
Army toward 7erafalem, to war upon the Rebels, 
and uttetly:.to deſtroy them. © Eleaſer and ' other 
Prieſts with.much people hearing that, they iflued 
out againſt them, and-found them encamped in the 
| H 4 WAY, 
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way, between fer»ſatem and7apho; But after they 


had joyned battel, mariy of the Jews were ſlain by 
_ the Romans : thereſfidue, Cafiras and Agrippa put to 
Might, and purſued the chaſe unto the gates of 7erx- 

ruſalem, beſieged alſo the City for the {pace of three 


days.'- The fourth day the Prieſts and the people 


- Hlued out ſuddenly unawares upon the Romars, {et 
upon their Camp, and flew five thouſand Footmen, 
and one thouſand Horſemen. Caſſizs ſeeing that he 
nor- his could eſcape,he choſe out forty thouſand 
of his beſt ſouldiers, and placed them betwixt his 
Camp and the Prieſts, commanding them. to ſtand 
all-che night ſounding their Trumpets, and making 
of fire ; that he and Agrippa might eſcape, and that 
- they ſhould not remove out of their, place till the 
morrow. The fews hearkning to the ſound of the 
Trumpets, and niufing what' they: ſhould mean, 
- purſued: not 'the Romans : but perceiving in the 
morning they were gone toward Ceſarea, three 
days” jourtey off, Eleaſar with the people follow- 
ed, and in the way. found. their baggage ſtrayed, 
that.the 'Remars had caſt. from .them, to run the 
lighter; and eſcape eaſiler, whichthey let alone and 
” purſued them! tothe gates of Ceſarea, But Caſſirs 
and Aprrippa got faſt within the town, and: from 
thence. went : both together to. Rome, where they 
declared unto Nero the Emperour, how they. ſped 
fit Zernſalem : and as they were _—_— 
_ this unto the Emperqur, there came alſoa Poſt our 
of -Berfia, with/tydings that the ;King of Perſia was 
revolted from the: Roman Empire. ©: Theſe: things 
_ tronbled the Emiperonr ſore,” tofeealmoſt all fall 
from him, that'heretofore had abeyed theEmpire

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| At the ſame time-returned Yeſpaſianns, Captain 
of the Hoſt, whom Nero had ſent into the Welt 
parts of the world, as Germany, Britain, and Spain, 
which lands he had brought under the {ubjection of 
Nero, To whom Nero declared, what miſchief the - 
Prieſts had wrought to the Roman Hoſt in 7adea, 
how they had ſlain the Romans, and ſo forth, as he 
had heard of grippa and Caſſizs, which diſpleaſed 
Veſpafian greatly. ot — 
Aﬀeer this, Nero ſent Yeſpafian, and his ſon Titzs, 
to revenge the Romans on the Perſians, and 7ews, 
giving them commandment to raze their walled 
Cities, to beat down whatſoever they found, with- 
out {paring either man, woman, or child, infants, 
{ucking babes, or old folks, but to {lay all- So that 
Peſpaftanand Titus {et forward with a choſen and 
pickt Army of the Remans,paſled the Seasand came 
to Antiochia, The 7ews having intelligence of this, 
choſe out of their Captains, three of the principal 
and moſt expert Warriours,of whom I ?/eph Prieſt 
_ that wrote this-Hiſtory was one, who by the divine 
| favour am not ignorant in feats of Arms, and fz- 
mous in-Acts of Chivalry ; and 4:4»; the High 
Prieſt, and Eleaſar his fon. To theſe three they com- 
mited the whole land of 7«dea, dividing it to them . 
by lot,and gave them a furniture of War. One third 
part thereof (which was whole 7alilee from the land 
of Nephtaliand beyond) fell to 7o{eph the Prieſt, ſon 
of Gorion,tg his-hanour & glory, whom for his wor- 
thine(s, they named alſo o/ephon, becauſe he was 
then anointed, appointed, -and conſecrated to the 
Wars. . The ſecond lot came forth, which fell unto 
| 4xavi the Prieſt, who had the City of 7era/a/em,and 
the Countrey /about it, with a charge to repair he 
> Re ne Was 
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walls of the City, to ſiiſtain the brunt of V, eſpiBaw 


if he ſhould come {o far. The third lot fell to Elea- 
er the ſon of Ana; the Prieſt, to whom was joyn- 
ned Captain Fehoſcrn; .and other fewiſh Captains. 
'By the virtue of this lot, fell to him the whole Land 
of Edom, from” Elat tothe Red Sea, "The reſt of the 
Land from ericho to E aphrates, with that alſo that 
1s beyond the river.and all the Land of Meſopotamia, 
fell to Captain Aeraſches lot. To other Princes of 
Zadea, and to the worthieſt Prieſts they- commit- 
ted the fenced Cities from the limits and bounds of 
ternſalemto Epypt. BY ES. 
- Feſpaſran taking his journey with his hoſt from 
Antiochia, came and pitched his tents in Aramzafa. 
For he had deviſed thus with his: Council 3 Firſt, to 
invade Galea, and after to try what they could 
doin fadea. fofephus Gorion having intelligence of 
_ this his purpoſe, departed from fersſalem to Gali- 
te, built-up the Towns. that were deſtroyed, and 
repaired their walls, - gates, bars, and palaces ; 


'ordainedalſo Captains over the people, to lead and 


-govern them 3 ſome of thouſands, tome of hun- 
-dreds, Tribunes and Decurions. He inſtructed the 
-pe5ple alſo in feats of Wars, what the - found of 
'Trunpetrs ſignified, what ſound ferved:to fall in ar- 
ray, what to gather the ſouldiers together, and 
what to divide them. After he had inſtructed chem 
in-the knowledge and feats of War, -he {aid unto 
thein thus* Te ſhall underſtand ( dear Wraelites) that 
7e p00 fight at this preſent againſt your enemies, where- 
fore let no fear overcome your hearts, nor diſmay you at 
"the fight of your enemies, but play the net, take a good con- 
-ragetoym;' to fi gr for your Cities, for your -Gountry, - and 
for your ſelves: Be not afraid: of ceath, but rather be ftout

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; defence of your Country, that ye be net led away from 

, and to fight for the Sauftuary of the Lord, that it 

2 not ſtained and polluted with the uncleanneſs of the 
zentiles. Confider,that it is better to die in battel, than to 

we in captivity and bondage : Therefore when as ye ſhall 

ome to joyn with your enemies, and ſhall ſee any of them 
eaten gown and attempt to riſe again, whoſoever of you 
s by and ſeeth him, remember the zeal of your God,where- 
y it becometh you to revenge his quarrel, and being mo- 
ved therewith, ſlrike him that he never riſe again; but 
f yout ſhall ſee any of your fellows down, being inclined 
with the zeal of your Goa, reſcue him from the hands of 
10ur enemies, and if he be not yet killed, cure him, If © 
he be dead, ye ſhall do what you can to bury him in the 
Iſraelites bxrial; and fo if we chaſe rather to die than 
to live, we ſhall proſper tn our Wars; we ſhall die for 
the Covenant of our Goa, and deliver our ſouls, bring-. 
ing them to the light of life in Heaven. ER, 

After he had faid this, he choſe out of the 7ews 

60000 footmen, and but few horſemen : And out 
of theſe he choſe 600 of the beſt, ſuch as not one 
of them would ſhrink from ten, ten from an hun- 
dred, a hundred from a thouſand, a thouſand from 
ten thouſand : With them ?oſeph went to the Ci- 
ties of Agrippa that were in 7«dea, to win them : 
for 4erippa: ſtuck to the Romans, were it right or 
wrong,with all the power he could make. He went 
hiſt to Tiarva, a great City that belonged to A- 
grippa, whereas both his treaſure and munition of 
War lay : When he approached the City, he ſpake 
to the people upon the Walls, and offered them 
- peace, on condition. that they ſhould open the 

gates, and deliver unto him .all the treaſure of 
| Agrippa, and all his jewels3 this if they would i 

L ; ”"Y was the C 
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- © he. then would ſpare them, andkill none of them 
| Wereit not better for you ( ſaith he) to take 


_ part withthem that defend the Sanctuary of God 
and his Inheritance, than to joyn your aid with 
Agrippa, which is confederate with your enemies, 
and aflaileth us, augmenting the power -of them 
that hate us, ſo that he refuſeth not to fight againſi 
_ theSanctuary of the Lord, and the people of his 
inheritance ? The men of the Town condeſcending 
to 7oſeph, opened the gates, and he entring the 
 Town,madepeace with them,& they delivered him 
all the Kings treaſures, for they liked oſepbs words, 
and conſented to take ſuch part as he took,

A T that time came news to foſeph, that trou- 


3 bled tim ſores namely, that Tiberias had 
rebelled and revolted from the people that dwelt 
in. 7ersſalem, and were changed from his -lot, to 
become Yeſpaſians ſubjets, who had ſet a Roman 
_ Captain over. them. For reformation whereof, 
he left his Army at Tiarva, and took fix hun- 
_ dred young -men with him to Tiberias, coming on 
it {yddenly, and at unawares : And as he ſtood 
on the banks of Geneſar, he eſpied the Navy of 
the Romans that there lay at road to aid Yeſpafran, 
which foſeph charged to.be broken in pieces, and 
tobe ſcattered abroad in the Sea. The men of 
Tiberias therefore ſeeing the Ships diſperſed in 
that faſhion, they conjeured it was done. by 


ſome of 7oſephs hoſt, wherefore the Romans fled 


ro the Town, got in, and ſhut the gates. Joſep! 
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notwithſtanding caine to one gate of the City, and 


cryed that the people _ hear, faying 3 what 
meaneth this conſpiracy of yours againſt me? ye 


ight not againſt me, bur rather againſt the Lofd 


God whoſe Covenant.ye -have tranſgrefled, and 
broke the Bond that we made with himz Ye have 


fo violated your oath that you ſware by the God 
of 1/rael, that we ſhould fight againſt our enemies 


o abate their pride. The people anſwered from 
the walls, We beſeech thee our Lord,hear thy ſer- 
yants ſpeak; God forbid we (ſhould joyn with: the 


Romans, arid not rather with the people of the 
Lord God of {ſrael, ana his ſanctuary, with the 


people 'of his Inheritance: . howbeit there be 


mmongſt us certain proud men, . ungodly perſons, 


hat have made a league with Yeſpaſian, and have 
drought into the Town one of his. chief Captains : 


vherefore and it pleaſe thee, -my.. Lord, to enter 


he City: with thy ſouldiers, come unto us, that we 
may live with thee, rather than to periſh in_the 
nds of them that hate us. Hs 


So they opened the gates; ſo- that 7oſeph went 


n and took the: Fown. Then he cauſed to. appre- 


end thoſe ungadly perſons that were there, 
bout ſix hundred men, and laid chem in. irons, 


ending them to /Tiarva which he had afore ta- 
ken: the other - wicked men that had aided Ye/pa- 


Fan, he put to the ſword. But the chief Governour- | 
f the Town he apprehended alive, carried him 


Nut of the City, and commanded one of his Soul- 


liers to cut off his hands. Then the Captain: be- ' 


ought oſeph, ſaying, I beſeech thee, my Lord, 
et one of my hands be cut off, and leave me the 
ther. - Then 7o/zph and his ſouldiers laught him 
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to ſcorn, judginghim to be no violent man, nor of 
haughty couragez foſeph bad his/ ſouldiers give 
him the ſword in his own hand; 'and let him cur 
ft which hand he liſt, and leave him which he will. 
S© the Roma Captain took the fword, and cut. of 
theleft hand hinelf, leaving him the right, and 
| he was tet go. - He came therefore unto Feſpaſien: 
— to ſhew thern what ſhame was done him. 
 Afﬀterthis, the City of Zippory rebelled alſo mak- 
ing aleague with Yeſpaſian and the Remax hoſt. 7e- 
feph being certified of this, made thither with his 
hoſt to beliege ir,but the Town abode the brunt of 
the aſſault, that 7oſeph could prevail nothing againſt 
it, wherefore he beſ1eged ita long ſeaſon. . 

- About that time it was ſignified alſo to them 


of 7eruſalem, that the Akalonites had: entred-in 


riend(hip with the Romans. - They 'fent therefore 
' Neyer the Edowite, and Shiloch-the' Babylonian; and

called Antonizs, a valiant man, and a good Warri: 


our : who upon, #' certain night in the morning

Town,entred their'Camp, and made a great ſlaugh- 


ter, continuing. the ſame till it was day-light, fo 
that about 10000 of the fews were flain, the reſt 
* hever moved out'-of-the place, ſaying, Its better 
for us to die in this battle, than to flee from our 
enemies, therefore they took a-'great heart unto 
them; and ſtood manfully in their ſtations ' and pla 
- ces, truſting in the Lord God of 1-ae!; and when 


it was ..day, they alſo ſer themſelves in array againſt 


Anton), 
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Antany, ſlew many of his men, not without loſs al- 
ſo of: their own part : for Shiloch the Babylonian 
and ehocangn of feruſalem were deſtroyed by the. 
Romans with. other of the fews, to.the number of 
8000 fighting -men, that were under Shi/och . and 
fehucanan, and neyer aone of the fewiſh Captains 
eſcaped that conflict, ſave only Neger the Edamite, 
who hid himſelf in a ſepulcher that was there in 
the plain, whom the Romans in their purſuit ſought, 
but found him not, wherefore they ſet on fire the 
wood, that it burnt round about the Sepulcher 
wherein he lay hid and conſumed al! the trees,ſhrubs. 
and buſhes ; but came not nigh the Sepulcher 3 For 
Neger had called to the Lord with his whole heart, 
to deliver him this once from his- enemies, leſt he 
ſhould be ſhamefully handled of them, promiſing 
at another time to- be ready to die valiantly in his 
quarrel : So Neger eſcaped the Romans by the help of 
te God of .1{-ae!, im whom he put his truſt. : © _. 
- Shortly after ſent the fers/alemites much peo- 
ple: to; Asbalon, to the number of eighteen thow- 
fand good men of war, to bury the bodies of 
the 7ews that were {lain in the conflicts . by 4A 
rony. . They {ought allo the body of Neper the Ede- 
mite, bur they found: it not, til} at length he'cried- 
unto them out of; the Sepulcher, ſaying, I am here: 
For God: hath delivered me ont of the hands 
of. mine enemies, to the intent I may be. avenged 
of thern in the wars of the Lord. So Neger decla- 
red unto them, at large, all things how x 4 chan- 
ced unto him : wherefore the fews rejoyced great- 
ly.chat they had found him alive, and that he was 
faved by ſuch a miracle, and the Lord delivered 
him; Therefore they put their truſt in the Lord, 
— — — believing . 
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believing that God would be preſent with hh ts 


aid them, whereof this deliverance of Neger they 
| took for a ſuretoken. The Romans kept themſelves 
within the Town for fear of the 7ews that were 
come to bury the bodies. So the fews buried all the 
bodies of their own part that were {lain in both bat- 


_ tels, for the Romars were not able to prohibit-and | 


let them, butheld them in the Town. And when 
the burial was finijthed,” they took: Neger with them 
tO fernſalem, to give God thanks there for his' de- 
liverance at that prefent. Then 7oſeph the Prieſt ga- 
cthered his ſtrength, &.came upon-.Arkalon with his 
whole Army, aſſaulted them, got the-upper hand, 8: 
won the town 3 after {lew Antony and all his people 


with the {word, that all the valiant men'of war 


that were with him, not one eſcaped: -Beftdes this, 
alſo the Villages and Hamlets that were thereabout 
without the 'Town, he burnt them all: and ſo-ſer- 
ved heall the Towns thereapour, that had -entred 
Into league with the Romans, flaying both ews ahd 
Romans that dwelt in'them with the {word, as many 
as he found, and their houſes he burnt. 
This done, 7ofeph returned

ſhed-he much blood of the people Far had-:conſpi- 
red with the Romans, utterly deſtroyed ' them, 
burnttheir Cities and Villages, led their wives and 
children priſoners unto fer»ſalem; and all the Ro- 


mans helound there, he put them to death. + .. 


When Yeſpaſian and Titas had heard of all that 
{Yephms had done againſt the Romans, both how 
he ſlew the Garifons, as many as he could find in 
Galilee, and all the Lows chat had made any league 


with him and his ſons, they were wonderfuly none:

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ſed, and ina'greatrage. They took therefore their 
journey; and came to Apitelma, otherwiſe called 
Achov, Where at that time, - Agrippa King of 1«- 
dea, was abiding, and forty thoutand men with 
him, all good men of war, and archers every one , 
theſe joyned themſelves with // eſpaſians Army, by 
which means the Romans Camp became very great; 
Moreover , out of other Nations round about 7:- 
dea , good men of war without number, joyned 
with Yeſpafian. He had aid of the beſt men of war 
out of Meſopotamia, Aremzefa, Alur , Sinear, Perſia, 
Chaldea, Macedonia , and out of the Provinces of the 
people of the Eaſt, yea the people of izraim, Lod; 
Denan, and Seba, with all Provinces far and near, that 
were under the ſ{ubjection of the Jews caſt off the 
yoke from their necks, and rebelled againſt the Do- 
minion of Terzſalem, joyhing their power with the 
Roman Army, to ad YVeſpaſian and Titus. For theſe 
were alfo {ubjects unto the 1ew--that had fore bur-_ 
thened them 3 wherefore they came to help the Ko- 
mans, and to invade Iersſalem and the people of the 
Jews, But the Edomites had not aſſociated them- 
ſelves unto Yeſpafian-and Tirns, for they were in {ub- 
jection to the /ews and ſerved them, {o thatnot one - 
of them aided the Romans. For long before, * they 
had moved war againſt Jer»/a/em, and could not - 
get the Victory; but the lews prevailed againſt 
them, and ſnbdued them. © =, 
 Hircanus alſo the firſt King of the Jews citrcum- 
ciſed them. They: dwelt alſo in Tern/alem; kept 
watch and ward about the houle of the Lord, and - 
his covenant, without all rebellion againſt the Tews 
and Teruſalemites. And at that preſent were thirty 
thouſand of the beſt - of the Edomites in Jeruf; alem, 
I EEE CG 
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which kept the walls, and the houſe of the- Lord, 
Aﬀer this Yeſpaſfan and Titus with all their hoſt, 
took their journey from Acho and came to Gali- 
ke, and in the mount they pitched their tents; 
Wherefore when tidings was brought to Jo/eph,how 
the hoſt of the Romans Jay upon the Mount of Gaiz- 
le, and how Yeſpafian had ſent before him a great - 
power, to repair the broken ways, to fill the holes, 
and caſt down the hills; and to level the way, that 
his people might paſs the better, for he was ſore 
moved againſt the 1ews : Toſeph iflued Our of Z tppory 
- with all his power, ſet upon them and flew them, 
taking ſuch vengeance of them as was never the like 
| beforefforhis God was with him. Yeſpaſianand Titus 
hearing of this, determined to ſet upon Zſeph at un- 
awares, and to beſet all the ways, that he ſhould 
eſcape of no fide, but 7o(eph had intelligence of their 
coming, wherefore heleft Zippory, and went to Tibe- 
_ rias, Whither YVeſpafian followed : Toſeph perceiving 
themcoming, fled from thence to ſorpata, the big- 
geſt City in Gablee, cloſed up the gates, and there 
remained with his Army.. Then ſent Yeſpaſar 
certain Noblemen, Embaſladors to Zſeph, to 
debate the matter with him in this wiſe : Yeſpaſoar 
- General of the Remas Army, deſireth to know 
what it ſhould avail thee to be thus pen'd up with- 
in a walied Town, he wills thee rather come forth 
\ tointrear a peace-with him, and to enter into a 
league together 3 for it ſhall be to thy avail to ſerve 
_ Ceſar Emperor of the Romans, that thou mayeſt 
liveand notbe deſtroyed, nor any of thy people 


-  ... Withthee. Then Jeb ſent Embaſladors again 


to Veſpaſian, demanding truce for a few dayes, 
that he might deliberate upon the matter with- the 
ons 7% people,

people, and let them underſtand his words ; perad- 
venture ( ſaith he.) they will beperſwadedto make 
peace with thee, and then will we enter league with 
the Reman Empire. S0Veſpafar ceated from fights 
ing againſt Zoſeph, permitting him to conſiilt of the 
thing. Upon that, Zſeph ſent Embaſladors to all the 
people at Jeruſalem, tothe Prieſts, Chiefmen, Ru- 
lers, and tothe reſt of the people, giving them to 
underſtand Yeſpafians mind : Te ſhall underſtand bre: 
thren, that Velpaiian General of the Romans, ſent his »- 
Embaſſadors unto me, enquiring, what it would avail 
us, to be ſtiff againſt them, ana not rather to come forth . 
and intreat of peace, and to joyn 1n league together, 
that we may ſerve the Emperor of the Romans, ſoto 
ſave our lives, and not to be deſtrozed : And 1 pray ye, 
why will ye loſe your lives, your, wives, your ſons and 
danghters ; why will ye all fall togther on the ſword ? 
that both they that ſhould be left alive among you, ſhall 
be led captive out of your Countrey to a people that they 
never knew, whoſe language they underſtand not 5 and 
our Countrey to be made deſolate , your Sanftnary laid 
| waſte, that there ſhall nat be ſo much as one man left to 
enter int0 it, Never ſuffer this, you that be wiſe men, 
but rather receive ' my connſel, and come hither to ws, 
that we may deliberate together, what conditions of 
peace we ſhall make for the ſafety of our lives, rather 
 thanto be deſtrayed and that we may uſe the commu- 
aities of dur Country, being at peace therein : For life 
and quietneſs is to be , preferred befare death and baviſh- 
ment. . 
The inhabitants therefore of ler#ſalem , both 
Prieſts, Chief men, Rulers, and Noblemen of = 
dea with the reft of the people, ſent unto Joſeph, 
faying; Take heed' to thy ſelf; that thounever

conſent to this, to receive conditions of peace with 
them, but be ſtrong to fight, till ſuch time as thou 
ſhalt conſume them, or till thou and all the peo- 
. ple dyein batte}, and fo ſhall thou fight the bat- 
tle of the Lord, - for his people and his Sanctuary, 
with the Cinies of our God ,in the mean ſeaſon, be 
tt asit may, - but letnot thy power be with them. 
_ When HDſeph heard the determination of the 
 Peopleof Zersſalem, how all forts with one conſent 
willed by the Embaſſadors the continuance of wars ; 
he was wonderful wroth, and in a great fury iflued 
out with all his people, and ſ{etthem in array.againſt 
Veſpaſtan, and the Reman hoſt, in which conflict were 
{lain Very many of the Tews, and from that day for- 
ward Yefpafian began fiercely to war upon the Jews. 
He departed thence to the City Gerara, a great 
City in the higheſt Ga#lee, belieged it, and won it, 
razed it, ſtew all the people, Man Woman, and 
Child, Oxen, Sheep,Camels and Afles, leaving no- 
_ thing alive; And then he ſaid, Now begin I to be 
revenged for the Romans which the Iews murthered 
in the Landof Hdea, From hence he departed, 
and brought his Army to Iorpata, where Dſeph re- 
mained 3 The firſt day that he encamped - about 
Þrpata, he relieved his fouldiers with meat and 
drink plenty, and made them good cheer, then fur-

' niſhed he every man with weapons. oo -- 

- Soon the-next morning early the Roman Ar- 
my gavea great ſhout, and beſet the City round 
aBour on every {1de. In this buſineſs lf/eph ſtood 
upon a certain Tower, from whence he beheld the 
-huge camp of the Romans ; wherefore he ſounded 
forth a. Trumpet and gave a ſign to battel, - iffued 
Qut with thewhole power of the ws that he yg 
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with him, and ſet upon the Romar Camp at the 
 footof the hill, continuing the fight from-+morning 
till night 5and when it began to be dark; they cea- 
{ed fighting, and departed one from the.other; the 
| Jews to the Town, the Remars to their Tents. In - 
| this battel-were many {lain on both ſides, as well 
Jews as Romans, The Romans advancing themſelves 
proudly and ſtoutly, ſaxd;We will quickly. vanquiſh: 
this little Nation as we; have -{ubdued all other 
Nations that we have: conquered, » that they ſhall 
annoy us .no more, andafterwards we- ſhall- be at 
reſt. The Jews alſo on the- other {ide encouraged 
themſelves againſt the Remars, ſaying, At this time 
 wewillall die together, far the zeal ofthe Sanctuary - 
of our God, and neyer {uffer theſe unclean perſons 
to pollute it 3 and having - once. deftroyed-them, 
| we ſhall be quiet : ſo what. with the pride-of the 
Romans On: the one fide, and the ſtiflnecked ſtub- 
bornneſs of the ews on the other; mach- people 
was {lain in that fight, for it continued till the ſe- 
cond, thwd; and fourth day. In this while, all the 
lews that dwelt about Jorpata fled unto Veſpaſtans | 
Camp, and joyned themſelves to the Romans to aid 
them 3 and ever as eph skirmiſhed with Yeſpaſs- 
an without the City, Yeſþaſian ſent a power to al- 
fault the City. So Joſeph and his men fought with 
Veſpaſan without the Town , and the Jews that 
were within the Town defended the walls againſt 
the Army of the Remans, that was a lefler hoſt made 
of the main Army : but the /ews that were within 
the Town, began to diminiſh every day, until ve- - 
ry few were lefc. The hardieſt alſo of 1ephs ſoyldi- 
ers, and the worthieſt young men that fought: with- 
out were all ſlain, excepta very &w, with whon 
EE EEE - Soo: 
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- Tofeph edand recovered himſelf into the Town, 
© tampering up the gates after him: but as Yeſpaſran. 
_ With all his Army beſieged Jorpataa long while, he” 
. *efpiedat length a Conduit without, that ran into 
_ the City, whereof the Citizens drank, becauſe the 
_ water was good and fweet 3 that he cut off, . and 
divided the waters thereof beſides the City; where- 
. by the inhabitantsof the City were deſtitute of be- 
"verage, having nothing left them but Welt-waters 
Tofeph therefore perceiving that the Conduit water 
whereof they had accuſtomed to drink, was taken 
away, conceived with himſelf; Now. will the Re- 
 *64ns brag and boaſt againſt us, and think to take

Of the other ſort he had only a 
couple, as we ihall declarein this place. 
| Thebeamof this Ram weeven now deſcribd, 
was as thick as ten men could fathom, and the 
length thereof was fifty cubits. It was alfo hollow 
within , and filled with Ox-hides folded and fowed 
together. The wood {ſerved for none other pur- 
poſe than that the faſhion of the leather might be 
{et as upon a mold. - The hinder part ofthe beam 
was covered over with iron plates. The leather. 
was put within, that the beam ſhould .not break 
with the poiſe of the weights that were hanged by 
the rings behind, whereas men appointed for .the 


purpoſe, haled at the ropes.to.digpy back the beam. 
-The wood rhezefore :rhat-went'abqut the leather, 


ſerved to keayfe learhier;in faſhion. They. cover-

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The Ram that Yeſpafiar uſed at Forpata, which 
he beſieged, and me in it, was made in- this ſort. _ 
The length thereof was fifty cubits : it had twenty 
 fivehorns in the head, which was as thick as ten 
men, every horn alſo was as thick as one man, and 
betwixt every horn, the {pace of one cubit : The 
weight that was hanged at the hinder part, was a 
thouſand five hundred Talents, every Talent was 
about a hundred Troy weight : the men that 1a- 
| boured in theexecuting of this Engine, were fifteen 
hundred. To remove it from one place to another, 
or from one City to another, were appointed a hun-- 
dren and fifty yoke of Oxen; or elſe three hundred 
brace of Horſes and Mules : 1f they were to affault 
any Forts or Cities that ſtood on hills,then they did 
divide it in parts, and bring it up to the ftege by 
piece-meal, and there it was fet together again. 
Now when the Romans had battered- the walls 
of Forpata and 7oſeph perceived them to ſhake, he 
took greatſacks, filled chem full of chaff; and hang- 
ed them down by- the walls, that the horns of 
the Ram could: not come nigh the - ſtones of -the 
wall, but light upon the ſacks, which by reaſon of 
the {oftnels of the chaff, hindred and vrake the 
ſtroke, that the walls were leſshurt : For the nature 
of ſoft things is, - to give back to the hard, and to © 
weaken their foree. + - 
* But Yepaſian ſeeing the {ubtilty of-/o[epb, uſed al- 
i9 policy for policy ; for he {ent into the- town fe- 
cretly, 7ews, Spies, which when the batteriezſhould 
be, might cut afunder the cords that the ſacks were 
tyed to, and with them {lip down the walls, where 
the Romans wete ready to receive them, that they _ 
ſhould not hurt them in the fall, and immediately-

_ they ſtruck the Wall with the Ram. There was at 
- that preſent in the City, a certain valiant man | 
named Eleaſar, of the houſe of Anani the high i 
Prieſt that then dwelt at feruſalem : This Eleaſar 
perceiving the Romans to go about to batter down 
the Walls as they did before, plucked out of the 
Walla mighty ſtone;{o that he made a great hole, 
_ or gap, whereat heſlid downthe wall, and ſtrad- 
ling did light on the Engine, made faſt an iron chain 
_ tothe horns thereof, and got again up nimbly and 
quickly, from the beam into the Town, with the 
chain in his hand, for the Wall was not very high 
above his head, as-he ſtood upon- the Ram; then 
the othertall fellows took hold upon the chain, fa- 
 ſtened it to the pillars and walls in the Town, that 
_ the Romars might rather be conſtrained to break 
' their Ram, than take it away from thence. 
The Prieſt Eleafar yet once again boldly went 
downand fat upon the beam, flew fifty men that 
- Jaboured about the Ram, and the. reſt he pur to 
Might then returned into the Town, being drawn 
-uP again from the beam by them that were within 
the Town, greatly rejoycing in his manhood. After 
that, he wentup upona high Tower, from whence 
_- hetumbled down with a mi git forcea greatitone, 
and a hard, on the head of the Ram and brake it, 
that botha great part of the head and the horns fel! 
on the ground : For the iron that it was covered 
* withalwasold andruſty, ſo that it was much walſt- 
ed, and eaten therewith ; the ropes were alſo old. 
| After that Eleaſar went down again, took part of 
the head that was broken, and hurled it into the 
- Town; the Romans that remained, either he {lew,or 
 putroflight. The Archers ſhot at him,and wound

ed himwith five Arrows, wherefore by the help of 
his fellows upon the walls he climbedup, otherwiſe 
he had not been able for the grief of his wounds. - 
* Thepeople then gavea ſhout for joy of the vito- 
ry of the worthy Prieſt Eleaſar that had ſlain the Ro- 

ans, and broke the Ram, wherein they put. their 

confidence; and brought part of it into the Town, 
and faſtened it with an iron chain, that the Rowurs 

_ couldnot pull it back again to them, not have the 

uſe of it afterward, wherefore divers of the beſt Ci- 


tizens of orpata arm ed themſelves that day, bein g 
ſtir'd with the great courage that they bad- ſeen in 
_ Eleafar;and went down, hewed the beam to pieces, 
brought the poiſes with the rings, and two maſts 
with them into the Town : and the ſame day died 
Eleafar with great renown as one that had fought 
for the Sanctuary of the Lord , and for his people 


and Country of 1f-ae!, like a faithful ſervant and 
Souldier of the Lord : whom all the people mour- 
ned for, burying him in the Town, honouring him 
for his death, worthineſs, and faithfulneſs, appoint- 
ing hima worthy memory alſo, for that he had wa- 
 ged battle with tne enemies of the Lord. | 
* "Theyoung men of the ?ews ſeeing this, and eſpe- 
,cially two of them, the one called Nitra, the other 
«Lolipas, men of great wiſdom and underſtanding, 
-and therewith expert in the Wars, being moved 
with zeal of the God of 1/-ae!, opened the gates, 
and iſſued againſt 'the Romams, $kirmiſhed with 
themand ſlew many of them. Bur at length they 
were (lain themſelves in the skirmiſh, for the San- 
Ctuary oftheir God, for Jae! and their country. 
When foſeph ſay the wars to increaſe more and _ 
more, he iſſued out, and made a great {laughter 5 
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the Roman tents, burnt the Mount and Engines of 
War that the Romans had left, by which means the 
Wars waxed yet hotter, infomuch that foſeph 
repulſed the Romans. For vw hen they ſaw the fews | 
ſo deſperately give their lives for their God and 
Land, they.would not abide their force. =. ©

The Romans thereforere- 
newed the aſſaults againſt the Town, as they were 
wont before: But the Town was now deſolate 
and naked of the ſtouteſt Warlike men, for they 
were all {lain ir-the fights. Albeit 7o/eph remained 
and a few with him, who went every one, andthe 
women alſo, to defend the Walls, tor there was al-- 
moſt no men left for the War. Then the Rc- 
mans ſlung, with the Engines that ſtood on the 
mount, ſtones into the Town on every fide. It 
chanced thata great ſtone hit a woman with child 
with ſach violence, that it pafled through her 
. body, and carried the child with it, by the {pace of 
half a mile. They caſt up and raiſed yer other 
Mounts alſo from whence they ſlung ſtones. - And 
another like chance hapned. A ſtone came and hit: 
one of 7oſephs men of war, a valiant man, in fuch 
fort, that it divided his head from his body, and 
made it flye a large nile off. At the ſametime one 
of the Roman {ouldiers deviſed with himſelf, how 
t0 hit 7oſeph witha venomed arrow, and gat him 
under a- wall. where foſeph was to accomplith 
his purpoſe ; but ?oſzph eſpied him, and cryed 
to him, hold thy hand, thou wicked fellow and 
donot kill me : with that the fellow ſtarted foe - 
What aſide, being afraid at 7oſephs voice, and fud- 
denly the 7ews out of the 'Town poured hot oy] 
upon him from the walls and his $kiuu was ſcalded 
off, and he ran away naked andhowling, and yell- 
ing to the Romans Camp, where he died. ” 
Yeſpafian and his ſon Titus were fully deter- |

were {0 ſpent withinthe Town, that they that re. 


mained alive were ſo wearied with toyling that they 
were no longer able to furniſh their watch upon the 
wall. This upon a certain night, . Yeſpafiar and Tirss 
underſtanding, ſcaled the walls at a quarter where 


 vatchmen were lacking, and after them many more 


of the Reman ſouldiers followed, which went down 
on the infide, and brake open the great gate of 


the Town, whereat entered the whole Army of 


the Romans. And being within the Town, ſounded 
their Trumpets, and ſhouted to battle. The jews 


with the Alarm, tumult, and hurly burly of the Re- 


mans, awaked out of their ſleep, and were ſore a- 
fraud. Notwirhſtaczding every man took him tohis 
weapon, and drew to the Market-place as faſt as 
they might. They had made the Market-place of the 
Town to large of purpoſe, that .f any bufineſs 


{ſhould happen, there might come together the 
whole City if they would: and as they looked abour 
them, they ſaw the Reman Army entering into the 


'Fown, by the way that came from the great gate, 
Then fought they with the Romans, and divided 


even in the Market-place where they ſtood;exhort- 


ing one another, and ſaying, Let us die here fighting, 
and never ſuffer. our ſelves to be taken alive But 
zoſeph and forty men with him, worthy men all fled | 


away into a wood, where they found a certain 


Cave, and hid themſelves therein. All the reſt of 
the Citizens were {lain in that conflict, for they 
would not yield, nor commit themſelves to the Re- 
mans,. they truſted them fo little. For on a time, 2 
certain 7ew beſought a Roman ſouldier to ſave his 
life, 4nd the Romar {ware unto him, ſaying, God 

deal thus and thus with me, ifI ſlay thee, theref: a

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yield and come hither to me. The few required 
him to give his right hand that he might truſt him, 


& the Roman reached him his left hand. The few be- 


ing diſmay d in that great ſear mark t not that ir 


was his left hand s Þut when the Roman had once 


hold of him, he kept him faſt with that hand, and 
with his right took his (word, andflew the few that 
then was naked, having caſt away his weapon, upon 
truſt of the Roway. 4 
When the 7ews ſaw how the Romas regarded not 
his oath, but flew i bp that upon the truſt of his 
promiſe and oath, had yielded himfelt unto him, 


they determined to dieall together, and »never to 


truſt the Romans : Whereupon they reſolved with 
themſelves, utterly to die for the holineſs of the Lord 
God of I/raekbut in ſo doing, they flew much people 
of the Romans, & far more than they had done in any 


other battle, yetat lengththe City was taken. When 


Veſpaſian had knowledge where Toſeph and his compa- 
Ny Was, he ſent Nicanor, Pilerincas, and Callianus with 
him to oſeph, to will him to come forth, and he 
ſhould have his life andnot beſlain 3 upon'that 7oſeph 
debated the matter with them that were with him:

T1oeph anſwered, We will do fo if thou be {o 
di _ "But firſt hear me, 1 pray thee, ſpeak 
a few things in'thine ear : Tell me, Have not 
theſe ſinners rebelled againſt God, in this mur- 
dering of themſelves {o- ſhamefully ? neither 
could I by any means diſlwade them, nor divert 
them from this: opinion: Wherefore ſhould we 
two fin againſt God fo grievoutly, and againſt 
-our -own Souls ?If the lot ſhould ſo fall, that I. 
ſhould kill thee, I ſhould be called a Manſlay- 
er, and- that worthily; and. it may fo chance, I

God. And what more 1s, before: we ſwear, our

with 'them upon the ſame, and. not only with 
them that were there, but alſo with us.

becauſe thou art a man of God. And blefled be

Much belides: this ſhake ?oſeph's Companion to

able ro make his party good with him. In this 
point 7oſeph played the wiſe mans part, for he 
_— by this means, both from the hands of 
thoſe wicked fools, andalſofrom his fellow : there- 
fore 7oſeph called out of the Cave to Captain Nica- 


zor, and {aid to him in this wiſe : Wilt thou pro- 


miſe me, that neither thou, nor any of thy men that 
be here with thee, or in the Remars Camp, ſhall kill 


us, before thou haſt brought us unto Yeſpaſian ? and 


let him do with us as he thinketh good, 


Nicavor anſwered, So, and fo, deal God with me, 


if T fulfil notthy requeſt, if ſo be thou wilt come 
forth unto me, together with the men that thou haſt 


with thee. 7oſeph anſwered him, I will come forth: 


unto thee, and ſo many more of us as be alive, forit 
1s come to pals, that ſome of us be dead in the 
Cave, wherefore, how can they come forth> Then 


 faid Nicawer, Never think ( friend 7oſeph) thatT come. 


todeceive thee, Come forth and truſt'in thy GOD, 
for thou needeſt not to fear. 7oſeph ſaid, Swear unto 
me this, by the GOD of 1/ae/, although he be un- 
known to thee. . Nicawor anſwered, I ſwear un- 
to thee by that God that made the World by his 
wiſdom, that thou needeſt not to fear me, but bold- 


ly maiſt come forth unto me. So Nicaner . made 


a covenant with foſeph and his fellow, confirm- 
= ing 
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that fo mighty a man is taken in his own Coun- 
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"ingand ratiffing it in writing, after the manner of 


the Romans, and reached: it into the cave. upon a 
{ pear; holding the point of the {pear in his own 
hand. foſeph took the writing, -read it, and: be: 
lieved Nicanor : Then carne he forth to Nicavor, and 


his fellow with him. EE TO 
| When MNicanr fitting upon his ſeat of State, 


" that was made with him in the Wood nigh to the 


Cave, ſaw foſeph come toward him, he roſe up, 
and embracing him, kifled him, {et him on- his 
tight hand, and wept with him abundantly : He 
honoured” his fellow alſo, placing him between 
Pollerinus and Gallicanus, whom he had then 


- preſent with him. Then Nicawwr asked him for 


the -reſt of the men that were with him; deſiring 
that they ſhould come forth; and he would ho- 
nour them alſo, and do- them no harm, - fofeph 
declared the whole matter - unto- him, and- told 
him what. was become of them. © > © © 
 Nicanor hearing of the pertinacious ſtubborn- 


neſs of the Jews hearts, -and. their wicked in- 


tents, was wonderfully moved. - So then he rofe 


and. went from thence, with 7oſeph- and his com- 


panion unto Yeſpafiav. When the Roman Army 
ſaw 7oſeph, they were greatly aſtonied, and gaye 
a mighty (hour; ſome rejoyced - that . 7oſeph .was 
ſhall ſeeour long expected defire. Others .lamen- 


red, and let tears fall from their eyes with 


penſive hearts, ſaying, Is not this that worthy 
man who made all the Roman hoſt to quake for

If this chan- 
ceth unto ſich a man, to be taken in his own 
Land, in the midſt of his families and friends ;

Therefore when he heard thoſe wicked mens 


words, that deſired Ye/paſian toput foſeph todeath, 


he diſapproved their advice, and partly: in mock- 
age he taunted them ſaying; will you tell my Father 
what he hath to do ? Will you give him ſo wicked 
counſel; to kill that man that yieldeth himfelf tous, 
upon the truſt ofour League and band of friendſhip; 
which you now go about to break and fruſtrate ?. 
Did not Captain Nicaner in my Fathers name and 
Ceſars, with all the Reman hoſt, make a Covenant 
with him 2 Take heed what you fay .: Is it reaſon 
to break the C2ſarean fidelity ? Moreover, who can 
tell whecher it may ſo happen, that ſome of us be 
taken by the 7 ews, like as { oſep h iS PT Hon er here 
with us? When Yeſpafiar heard his ſons words; it 
pleaſed him, and he, ſpared. 7oſeph, not ſuffering; 
him to be- ſlain, but committed him to @ certain 
Captain of his; and catyial him about with hint 
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through the Citjes, together with King Agrippa: 
After this Ye/pafan removed his Camp to Thal- 


mida, Which alſo is called Acho, and from thence 


he went to Ceſarea, a great City. 


When they of the City ſaw foſeph, they cryed 


unto. Yeſpaſas kill kim, kill him, or elſe he will 


one day be an occaſion to ſtir great Wars againſt 


' thee. But Yeſpaſian gave noear to them. Whiles 


he was at Ceſarea, tidings came to him. that the 
Citizens of Papho invaded and ſpoiled the Iles that 
were {ubje&t under his Domimions with a - Navy. 
Vefpafian hearing thereof commanded to lay wait 


for them, that they might be met withal. So 


there was an ambuſh laid without the Town, 
and it. came-to paſs, that when the Pirates were 


- gone outaroving, Ypafiar entred the Town and 


rook it without any great refiſtance, becauſe their 
ſouldiers were abſent. es 
When the Rovers therefore returned with their 


Navy, and faw the Remansin the City, they labour- 
ed to feta land; but ſuddenly a huge tempeſt, and 


a mighty ſtorm,. drove all their ſhips againſt the 
Rocks that. were. in the ſea ſhore, ( for there was 
no haven'for ſhips) and there they were loſt ma- 


ny of them, and. thoſe that ſwam to land the-Re- 


mans ſlew: they that were drowned in the Sea, 
and flain by the Remans, were in. number four

V/ Ebejir departing thence, took his journey 
Y, to Gamala, which is a City upon the top of 
a Mountain 5. the name thereof 6 called Gamala, 
of an Hebrew word Gama!, that. ſignifieth to 
Requite, or to doa good turn, becaule it is the 
beſt City that belonged to 4grippa, and the inha- - 
bitants thereof were all very rich. The. City al- 
lo, called Selexcia, was not far diſtant from it, .a

{rrippa beſonght PYeſpaſiar, that he would not 
deſtroy this City : Let me go firſt ( faith *) and 
dffer them peace;: peradventure they will take it, 
hat they may fave their lives from deſtruction: 
'eſpaſian was entreated, ſaying unto him, Go and 
10 as thou wilt, for thine honours ſake I will do 
0 much for thee. So Avgrippa went to them, and 
pake friendly and peaceably unto them, and 
hey received him in like manner, but they

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- meant deceit; ſaying, Thou art our Lord and King, 


_ matter with thy Servants. _ DR MT, 
Apripps crediting theſe Words, came cloſe up 
W's, 


with him, one caſt a great ſtone from the wall, 


Aſach a violence, that it ftrook him proſtrate to 


ordered them in hike manner as he did at. 75arva, 
_ toleave not a man therein. The Roman Phyſici- 
 ansdid beſtow ſuch diligence 'about Agrippa, that 


becauſe they had wounded their King, befieg

- encouraged one another, ſaying, Let us. ſtick to 

'1t now, and play the men, for we have no other 

| ' hope to ſave our lives, ſeeing we have thus uſed 
_- -  - theKing, Certain ſtout men of them therefor: 
| _  HM/ſued out, and cencountring with the Roman; 

| made a great ſlaughter amongſt theni. After 


| them againſt .the walls, and by that time night 
- came, beat ſo great a part thereof down to tht 


_ _ - might enter at their pleaſure, ' But Yeſpsſ® 


to whom therefore doth all that is of any price, or 
to be deſired in all 17ae! belong, bur unto thee ? 
Therefore come near unto us, and debate the 


e City, and as he liſtned to them that talked 
which lighted juſt between his ſhoulders, with 


the ground, and brake his back, with one of his 
armsalſo. But his Servants ſtept to him, took 
him up and carried him to Ye/pafian z who ſeeing 
him ſo ſore hurt, {ware he would never go 
from thence, till he had taken the City, and

- Veſpaſian being in a rage againſt the Seleucians, 


that the Romans made ready their Engines 
planted their battering Rams, playing with 
earth, that Yeſpaſian and much people with him 


gave 


" 
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gave commandment to his Army, that they ſhould 
not enter that night into the Town, but ſtand . . 
. and compaſs the Walls until the morrow, that 
they might the better fee how -to win it.  Not-. 
withſtanding, they would not be ruled by him, 
but -entred. Then the fews came upon them, 
drew their chains croſs the ſtreets, and cloſing 
the wayes of the City, intrapped them in ſach - 
ſort, that they could go neither one way nor other, 
After that, ſetting upon them, beat them down 
_ even there; ſo that they were all ſlain, fave ten 
men that fled ' with Veſpaſran, and a Captain na- 
med Butins, one of the beſt men of war in all 
the Roman Army, yet him the 7ews purſyed and- 
flew. But Yeſpafian and his, fled to the Mountains, 
that hemight be there in ſafeguard:and from thence 
he ſent. to Titzs his ſon that was in ria, for the 
Roman Army that he had ſent with him into Perſia, 
wiuch Tits led into 7ary. T CN 
| Shortly after, Yeſpaſian-gathered fſouldiers, and 
repairing his Army, joyned with Agrippa's com- 
Pally, and returning to . Selexcia, wan it, and flew 
every man, leaving none alive: and afterwards 
g01ng- again to the Cities of Galilee, took them, 
ſerving them in like ſort. After that, he came to 
the City called Naſce/a, which was a walled Town, 
and of all the Towns of defence throughout all 
Galilee, none left but it. | 
This he beſieged, becauſe thither reſorted 
many cut-throats and wicked perſons, without 
the, fear of God, ſuch as were robbers. and 
Rovers of the Land of 7#dea. - Amongſt whom 
Was Aa certain man named fehochanan, learned, 
M ike and prudent, eſpecially to do miſchief ; 
Or OP Hs a witty 
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 TheWarso f the _— 
2” witty Counſellour, and of ſach- eloquence, 


that he could 'perſwade cunningly, and dif-: 


iwade men fr Om that they had purpoſed. Be- 
{ides this, he was a murtherer, ready to ſhed 


blood, and to do any miſchief; a great robber, 


and one that ever gaped for other mens goods ; 


by which means he was become very rich : 


wherefore there reſorted unto him all vain per- 
{ons, man-ſlayers, Rebels, and Ruffians like him- 
{elt, giving them large tewards, that they might 
be of his fraternity, ' his brethren, and #herenes, 
and he to be their head. Tits was {ent to this 


_ *City by his. Father, to offer them conditions of 


'peace; whither when he was come, he ſent his 
Embaſladours to the Citizens to treat of peace 
with them whereunto the Citizens accorded, 
and yere "ready to enter into league with Tit. 
When as - this wicked fehochanans perceived, 
that the antient men of the Town, and the heads 
would accept -of: peace, he commanded his com- 
panions to-guard the walls, to hinder them from 


| ſpeaking ' with the Romans; ſaying, that they 


themſelves would return them an anſwer : fo 
therefore ſeditious 7ehoehavan . made anſwer to 
the 'Embaſſadours of Tirzs; faying, To morrow 
have wea ſolemn feaſt to the Lord God, tell thy 
Maſter 7:tus therefore, that he grant us truce for 
two dayes, and the third day we will give him 
anſwer; wherewith Tits was content, and de- 


_  ferrd rhe affaylt for two dayes. Theſe things 


were done on Whitſon-ever, which was called 
the. Feaſt of Weeks, and Harveſt 'The night afore 
che third day appointed was come, fehochanar 


_ aud his complices gat out of the Town, and fled 
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toward feruſalem, ere Titus knew thereof: On 
the.morrow he RN Embaſſadours to demand 
their.an{wer what they. would do > They an{wer- 
ed, we deſire to enter into a league .with you, for 
we are yours; and ſubmit our ſelves to: your  plea- 
ſure, upon the condition that none of the Romans 
hurtus, either in our bodies or goods. Tits up- 
on this made peace with them, confirming it by 
writing ſealed, for the better aſſurance thereof. $o 
they opened the gates, and Tits came. into the 
Town with his whole _ and the 7ews recei- 
ved him with great joy, honouring him very 
much. * 

Then Tz enquired: for fehochanan and his con- 
federates. - The Citizens declared unto him, how 
he fled by night with all his unto 7ersſalem: Tits 
hearing that, ſent after to purſue him, yet they 
found: him not, he had made ſuch ſpeed. Not- 

withſtanding many of the people that went out of 
che Town with him, that they might eſcape the 
danger, both .men, women, - and children, old 
and impotent perſons they. overtook, flew them 

_ every one, and returned. with great {poil. © Aﬀer 

_ this; Tiras won all the Cities 1n Galilee, and the 
Rulers in: them. Then PYeſpafian diiloged from 

| thence, and came to the Mount Taber, which hath 
Snow on it continually ; the height thereof is 
thirty furlongs, and upon- the top is a plain 
twenty three furlongs long: Thither - ſent Yeſpa- = 
fran One of his: Captains called Palgorns, which 
rook. the Mountain, and the Town that ſtood — 
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But here Iwill leave of the Hiſtory of the other 
battels rhat were fought. in a places 1nthe and 
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of IſFael, and Galilee, and ſpeak no more of theni 
11n this book, for they be almoſt innumerable, and 
we have made mention of them 1 In the _—y of 
the.

- ders, an infinite number. For out of all Coun- 
tries within the "Land of 7dea, there repaired 
_ thither all 'men-of War, to defend the Sanctua- 
' ry of our. God, and Anani the high Prieſt re- 
| Five al that Came. T heſe ne Thou 
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The Wars of the Jews. * 
and his valiantneſs, revolted from Anari the 
high Prieſt, and clave to: him, conſulting with 
him concerning all their affairs : \ So he conſpi- 
red with theſe cut-throats to lay hands .upon 
the rich men -of the City, and to* ſpoil them of 
their goods3- and this was the manner. When 
they eſpied any notable rich man of the City, 
they would after this -fort quarrel with him: 
Art not thou he that hath ſent Letters to the Rs- 
mans, and to- Yeſpaſiar, to betray 'the FY unto 
them? Thus would they examine him before the -_ 
people, and when he would anſwer, God forbid, 

I ſhould do ſo; then would they bring in god- 
leſs perſons, limbs of the Devil, of their own 
company to bear falſe witneſs againſt him, that he 
might be condemned to death by the Law for a 
Rebel. .. POEEs .- 

Thus dealt : they with. Antipas and Lohia, 
both Noblemen and of the chief of the City ; 
and their goods, with all their jewels, the ſedi- 
tious ſeized for themſelves. They pick'd quar- 
rels alſo. with the high Prieſts, thruſt them from 
their chairs, that they could not execute their 
ſervice. Moreover they. caſt lots, who ſhould 
have the Prieſts Office, .and who ſhould be no 
Prieſt. For they held the Prieſthood: and ſer- 
vice of God, for toys, gaudes and trifles. So the 
lot fell upon one that was called Pari the fon of 
Pexiel, an arterly : Husbandman, ignorant of 
what belonged to the Prieſts office, ſo that he 
was utterly unworthy of the Prieſthood : So 
light a matter made they of the Prieſthood. 
The good and the godly men of fernſalem, ſee- 
ing the power of theſe Ruffians, and- wicked 
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perſons bear ſuch ſwinge, they ſtuck together 
and determined to withſtand them by force. 
The people therefore earneſtly moved -with an- 
ger, ſet upon them, and incountred with them 
in ſach fort, that the fight -was great on: both 
ſides, in the ſtreets, in the Market-place, in the 


 Femple, and in the entrance of the Temple, 


till all the City was filled full of dead bodies and 
ſlain men. For there was not. fo much as one 


| ſtreet, but there were ſome skirmiſhes in it. The 


people at length got the «9 hand of the 
Rufhans, for- they were eagerly ſet, and earneſt- 


ly bent againſt them. The ſeditious therefore 


ſeeing themſelves not able to make their party 
200d with the people, fled every mar' into the 
Temple of the Lord; ſhutit after them, and there 
remaned. But Anazi the high Prieſt, ſeeing the 
wicked to be fled tothe Temple, willed the peo- 
ple to ceaſe their fighting with theminthe Tem- 
ple of the Lord; leſt they ſhould pollute it with

even to the Temple of the Lord, like unto a flood 
that had comeof great ſhowers and unto the thre- 
ſholds of the gates of the temple, the: dead bodies 
overwhelmed oneanother by heaps, for no . man 
buried them. J7hochanan having the middle part of 
the town, had Schimeon on the one fide ofhim, and 
Eltaſar on the other. 

But Schimeon had the beſt olace'; from. whence 


he might annoy both Jehochanan and - Eleaſar. 
| Eleaſar did alſo what he could to endamage 


Schimeon. And Tehochanan that was in the midit, 
encombered them both notwithſtanding to. little 
purpoſe. For Schimeons company flung ſtones, 
and ſhot at them fore : but when as Jehochanans 
part flung likewiſe at them, -the. ſtones rebound- 
ed back upon themſelves. Thus among(t theſe 
three the battel was ſore, and encreaſed every 
day, that all men were 11 great terror ay tear |

But now when they would have continued it, 
and the Prieſts laid the ſacrifice upon the Altar, the 
Seditious would run upon them and kill them, {6 
thac the Prieſts bodies and their cattle that they 
would have ſacrificed, ſhould fall dead to the gronnd 

_ together. They that reſorted alſo out of the Coun- 
try to Tersſalem for devotions ſake, the Seditious 
ſlew, and utterly deſtroyed them, that almoſt no 

| one of them was left alive. 


Moreover, the dead bodies of men lay caſt 


in the Temple, and- that without number trod 
under feer ; yea, the dead body of the Prielt 
that was offering ſacrifice, lay upon the earth 
| together with his offering. And when any 
man would offer any Sacrifice, ſtraightway 
one or. other of the Seditious would ſtep to 
him and kill him, that the blood of the ſacrifice 
and facrificer, ſhould be mingled together 3 In- 
ſomuch that the. pavement of the Temple be- 
ing all of Marble, was made {ſo {lippery with 


the bloodand fat of them that were {lain, that 


no man could go upon it without falling. And 


| the Prieſt ſhould no ſooner lay hand on the. fa- 


crifice , but he was ſlain, and ſtraight anorhet 
dead - body ſhould- fall upon him , ſtranger or 
other,” they. ſpared none : So thus the dead bo- 
dies: of the _ good. and had, - clean and unclean;

Wicked and vertuous, thief and true man lay one 
-upon another, and their blood-mixt together 
' in the midſt of the Temple, without reſpect 
of any man, -of. what degree or condition ſoever 
he were : Wherefore the fight and {laughter was 
-great, both in the Town, and in the Temple. 
Nay, whomſoever the Seditious overcame, they ſer 
fre on their houſes allo ; whereby the fire took in- 
tothe great mens houſes that were nigh the Tem- 
ple, and into the ſtore-houſes , whereas againſt 
times-of neceſſity, and belieging of the Town 
were laid up. in ſtore, Corn, Wine, and Oyle, 
to the number of a thouſand and four lundred ftore- 
houſes, all filled full of victuals. For the Elders 
and other godly mea, what time as. Yeſpaſan was in 
Galilee, they made up the doors of thole Garner- 
houſes, and laid in victuals into- them, -{ufficient 
for two hundred thoufand men twenty years, 
and now in this one. battel of the Seditious they 
. were burnt every one, ſtick and ſtone, which 
was 2 ſpeedy cauſe -of famine, and hunger in /e-

ſeem'd almoſt to cover the earth. This done, 
he took his journey from Ceſarea with his people, 
and came to Samaria, where the Citizens received 
him with great joy, and much honoured him, 
—_ he ſpared. them, , and did them no

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From thence he came to 4jelona, thirty furlongs 
| from feruſalem, there he pitched his tents, and 
leaving them there, took 'ſix hundred horſemen 
with him,and came to 7ers/alem to view the Town, 
to know what height the walls were of, what 
ſtrength there was in the Town, eſpecially of the 

Seditious, of whom 'every where great rumour 
was; finally to receive peaceably all ſuch as were 
deſirous of peace. . So when he came to the wall 
he ſaw no man, neither to go out nor in, for the 
gates were {hut up, and the Seditious had*haid an 
ambuſh without the Town to trap Tir#%”. who 
went ſomewhat before accompanied with a few, 
the reſt following a pretty way behind. Whiles 
therefore he - was viewing the Walls, the Se- 
"ditious iſſued out of their ambuſh that they had 
hid nigh unto 4jelora, and ſet upon the back of 
Titus men behind. Then 1flued another Party 
\ out of the Town. Sa that they had Titzs.between 
| them, and rynning upon him, ſeparated him from 
his men, and environed him on . every ' fide; 
where they ſlew fixty of his men, and might 
have ſlain him alſo, ſave that they coveted to 
_ take him alive. Titzs ſeeing himſelf beſet, and 
forſaken of his own men, that-thought it was im- 
poſſible for him to eſcape, perceiving alſo that 
they went not about to kill him but to take him 
alive z 'moreover, that he could in no wile eſcape, 
except he . would make an irruption and run 
through their bands; he took a good -heart un- 
to him, and . valiantly brake through, ſlaying 
whomivever came in his way to lay hands on him, 
_ and ſohe eſcaped. 'Tf they had intended to have 
{lain him, they mighthave done it, Lat being deſt- 
apts batted Bed ws 
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|  rous to take him-alive (ashe ſaid) they abſtained. 
from ſtriking him, and fo they loſt him: And God. 


did not deliver him into their hands, that by him 
he might {courge 1rael, But the 7e Ws ſeeing him 
to be thus eſcaped, repented ſore that they had 
_not- killed: him 3, ſaying one to another, What 


meant we. that we : killed him not while we 
- might? it was ill done -of us. Therefore they 
parſued him, hurling and ſhooting after him - 


with engines of War , but they could not over- 
take him, for God preſerved him, that he 
might afterward deliver ?eraſalem into his 
hands. [So he returned to Ajelona, and percei- 
=— hearts of Kings to'be . in the hands of 
\-'The next morning brought Tis all his Army 
to 7eruſalem, determining to encamp himſelf up- 
on the Mount 0livet : wherefore he firſt ſpake un- 
to his fouldiers in this wiſe.

beallilain by the hands of theſe ravenous and cruel 
ſeditious perſons.

had beſought Tirzs to deliver them from the hands

12 no Wiſe follow my counſel: Yea, itſtood me in 


| hand to: have a care of my own perfon, that I 
_ verenot killed of them, after Lhad once counlles 
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and moved them to. give up the Town. . Where- 
fore ſeeing the matter ſtood fo, and God knew 
my heart, Ithought beſt: to fight againſt the Ro- 
mans, as I might, and when occaſion ſerved to 
eſcape to tlie Romans, to take it, Paurther, 
( when Iwas.inthe Cave with my forty compa- 
'Nions, ,) Thad been loſt and periſhed had not God 
 given-me counſel, making me a way to eſcape 
and fave-my life. For they had almoſt ſlain me, 
becauſe I gave them counſel to yield them- 
ſelves to the Romans, and obey them. Forl 
ſaw this was the time of the Romans to bear 
rule, and that God had appointed them to be 
Lords over all Nations. For this is his manner, 
| like as above he hath madeſometo be Rulers over 
_ other ſome, even fo beneath alſo he hath {ſet 
Rulers over the Kings of the earth. Who can 
controul him? who is ſtronger 'than he? The- Ro- 
mans at. this preſent have the Dominion over all 
Lands and People, over the Egyprians, Af- 
rians, Perſians and Chaldees, ( to every one of 
theſe you have been in bondage ) and over other 
Nations. alſo, which nevertheleſs. do till their 
ground, Sow, Mow, Plant, and gather in their 
fruits: and who hath the profit of theſe goods and 
labour but the Romans ? who whules the other toyl = 
and travel ,; do live in peace and reſt themſelves. - 
Wherefore mark this alſo., my brethren, 
the Kings of Macedonia once had the Rule of the 
whole world , ſpecially in the time .of Alex- 
 ander of Macedonia, but at this day their Empire is 
taken from them, and they are become ſubjeds to 
the Rowans, They when the Romans firſt ſet upon 
them, were very haughty and ſtubborn, determining 
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ſometime were your Maſters, ſhall be now- your 
fellows and companions. But if you will perſe- 
vere, and ſtand in your Opinion ſtill, I will enter 
irto this. diſcourſe with you : Tell me, I pray 
you,.. when were ever your Anceſtors free, and 
whea were they not entangled with the wars of 
the ' Gentiles, and the Dominions of other Nati- 
ons ? Had you not ever the victory from the time: 
you came out of Egypt, until the reign of Sal 
the ſon of Cis. So. long as the Lord was..your: 
King, you were in bondage to no man, you fſer- 
ved God as your only King. But after that your. 
evil and corrupt defire ſtirred you to be irk-* 
ſom tothe Lord, and, leſt he ſhould reign - a- 
lone,. to chuſea man to have the Dominion over: 
you, according as the cuſtom was i other Na- 
tions ( I mean Sax! the ſon of Cis, and the other

his Confectionaries, his Cooks, and his Bakers. 
Aﬀer Sanl, reigned David, of worthy memo- 
ry, who ruled. over many. Nations : -But he alſo 
broughtyoy into bondage, and put divers of you 
| todeath, to atisfhe his pleaſure withal. He be- 
| 1ng dead, you ſerved Solon his fon, who:'no leſs 
than the other, even'as he liſted, exerciſed Domi- 
nion over you: he alſo took up your {ons and 
danghters, and made them his ſlaves, — 
 - Aﬀer this, ſucceeded other moſt wicked 
Kings ; ſo that from that time your Country 
- began to go. to. wrack, and he that was the - 
belt amongſt them was Rehoboaw, which {aid _ 
unto you, 444 father _ you with Wings,

the reſt of the Kings, which reigned after him ;

This evil there- 
fore and diſtreſs increaſed fo long, that the peo- 
ple had devoured all. that ever crept on the 
earth, from the. Mouſe to. the Spider, from the 
| Newt to the Weeſel; whereby a moſt grievous, 
_ Peſtilencefollowed, that innumerable of the peox. 

ple of the Land died, and there was no man to.bury, 
them. | | ty 

When they chanced to. find any dead horſe, 
or. other beaſt in the Town, a man ſhould ſee 

many J1/eelites ſtrive and, fight. fog. it5, in all 
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points like - to famiſhed Ravens lighting upon 


' 2 dead carkafs, fo that in ſuch, contentions very 


a 


many were lain. Therefore when divers men 
with their wives and children, 'gat out of the City 
to gather herbs to eat, and chanced among the 
Romans, the Romans 1aid hold of the little children 
and killed them; ſaying, We will diſpatch theſe, 
leſt when they grow once to mans eſtate, they 
make war upon us as: their fathers do at this 


day. So many as came out of the gates of the 


City naw and then : the Romans killed and hanged 


' them upon Gallowſes, over againſt the gates of 


feruſalem, to the number of five hundred: After 
the (ame . manner $S chimeon, . 7ehochanan, and Ele- 


_ &xar dealt with thoſe Rewans, whom they could 
 byany train catch, and hanged them up upon the 


Walls. Whoſoever .alſo they could perceive 
would flee unto the Remans, they hanged them 
likewiſe over the walls to the number of 500.

holy Temple of Goa defiled and deſtroyed. 
When T7rs ſaw this, he commanded an iron Ram 
' tobe ſet to the Wall to batter it, that he might de- 
liver thoſe poor wretches out of Schimeon, Eleazar, 


' and fehochanans hands, who held them inas Cap- 


_ tives. 

_ Arthe ſame time as they erected that Engine 
£0 the Wall, it happened there was in the Camp a 
_ certain young man whole name was Memaganin 
ſon of Avtiochus of Macedonia, one of the Kings 
of the Grecians, who came at Feſpafians com- 
mandment to aid Titys. The ſame young man 


was very {wift, a good runner, and a hardy ſoul- 


dier, but he lacked diſcretion. He came, to Titus 
and ſaid, I cannot but marvel at thy Souldiers that 


vanquiſh all Nations, and dare not-ſet upon the

Wherefore the young King encouraged him- 
ſelf, "and called together all his Macedonian foul-'

- Aﬀeer this, Titus divided his whole Army, 


and layed them privily in ambuſhes round about 


the Walls. He prepared moreover Rams of iron 
fo batter the walls. . Of theſe four, one he plant- 
ed upon. the ſide of the place called Artochia 
the - Engine was thirty Cubits long. The 
ſame night Captain Febechanas with his compa- 
ny iſſued forth, and undermin'd the. ground 


under the wheels of the Waggons that bare the 


Rams, putting pitched : boards, Oyled, and done | 
over with brimſtone, in the trenches under the 


whuch 


Wheels; and under the boards, they ſpread leather, 
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which likewiſe was ſmeared and done over w ith | 


Pitch, Oyl, and brimſtone.

Then they fer fire upon the boards, which 
burnt till they came to the feet of the Rams : 
_ and they being ſet on fire and burnt, the En- 
pes fell upon the watch that was appointed to 


eep it being aſleep, and killed them. Where 


at the Romans were much diſmayed, and faid, It is 
not poſſible we ſhould aſſault this City hereafter : 
for they have burnt all our Engins of war, where- 
with wehave {ubdued all other Kingdoms : {o that 
now of 5o iron Rams we brought with us, we 
have but ſix left, and the Seditious 7ews have 
burnt three of them, what ſhall we now do? How 
{hall we batter- the walls hereafter * The 7ews 
upon the walls hearing their words, flouted them, 
and laught them to ſcorn. Wherefore Titzs in- 
cenſed with anger commanded the other three 
Rams to be addreſſed in the place of thoſe which 
were burnt. In the mean ſeaſon, while the Ro- 
mans were at work, four young men moved 
with great zeal, whoſes names were, firſt Theo- 
 patins Galilens, the ſecond .Magarus Chebronita, the 
third forminuas Schomronita, the fourth Arias 7e- 
roſolymita, Thele all armed,ifſued out into the Camp 
of the Romans, that then ſtood about their 3 En- 
gins and iron Rams, deviſing how to batter the 
walls of the City; ſome of whom theſe men 
killed, the other fled, Then two of them ſtood:

at defence to keep off all thoſe that approached 

nigh the Engins, while the other two 7ereſolomi- 
 ftanus and Schomronita daubed the timber with 
a certain matter which they had prepared to 


- make it rake fire; and ſtraightway ſet fue on ET 
Cn ® 
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fo that ſuddenly the Rams were on a light fire: 
Then they all four joyning together withſtood the 
| Romans, that they ſhould not come at the Engins to 
quench the fire. Shortly the Rams fell down, and 
the Romans ſtood aloof, hurling ſtones and ſhoot- | 
ing thick at them: for they were afraid to come 
nigh them, becauſe of their great fierceneſs, although 
they were three thouſand men that kept the Rams. 
Yer theſe four ſet nothing by them, nor yet e- 
ver went off the ground till the Rams were clean 
burnt up, ſhot the Romans never {o thick at them: 
Titus hearing the valiantneſs of theſe young men, 
and the harms they had done unto the Remars, made 
_ ſþeed with his whole Hoſt to ſave the Rams from 
_ the fire, and to apprehend thoſe young men, 
Then forthwith iflued out Schimeor, fehochanay, 
and Eleazar, Captains of the Seditious, with their: 
ſouldiers, ſounding their Trumpets, and made 
the Romans retire, that they could not come nigh 
the fire, - and ſo reſcued the four young men 
row the Remans that had-environed them round 
aDoub | - 10 
In that skirmiſh were killed Ten thouſand 
and five hundred men. . Then --gathered toge- 
ther all the whole Army of the Romans to af- 
ſault the 7ews at once, approaching hard to 
the Walls of fera/alem, where they cryed unto 
the 7ews, ſaying, what, are you. Oxen or Goats, 
that you fight on this faſhion upon the Walls ? 
Will you be taken inthe midſt of the City,.-like 
as Oxen and Goats are taken in their folds ? If 
ye be men, come forthand let us try our man- 
hood here inthis Plain. Bus you by ſtealthand _ 
At unawares ſet- upon them that keep our En- 
Remain = _ WS, 
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ins, ſnatching them up like as.it were Wolves 
ſhould ſnatch ſheep, then run away into the 
town, as the wolves run into the-wood. If there 
be any manhood in you, behold we are ready 
here, come forth to us, ſo many for ſo many, 
and then we ſhall ſee what end will come there- 
of. When the Captains of the Seditious heard thar, 
they ſpake unto the warriours that were in ferſa- 
lem, which of: you-will go out with us to theſe dogs, 
to ſhew our force and ſtomach, tor the SanQuary 
and City of the Lord ? Then five hundred tall fe}- 
lows of their own accord iſſued -out upon the 2o- 
. mans ſuddenly, and {Jew eight thouſand men, and 
compelled the reſt to retreat from the walls, The 
Romans then felt what valiantneſs the 7ews had ; 
_- forthe Romans were in number forty thouſand fight- 
ing men, and the 7ews were only five hundred, 
whereof not one of them was killed at that skwmiſh. 
The Romans afar off ſhot at the 7ews, and 
hurled ſtones, to whom the fews ſaid, Come 
 . hither to us, are you not they that called us 
forth, and provoked us to come to you? why 
' come younot now nearer ? you go about to drive 
us away with arrows and ſtones. What: do you 
think us to be dogs, and that we are afraid. of 
your ſtones? Are we not men, yea, we are your 
Maſters and betters, for you run away from 
- us as ſervants flee from their Maſters, when they 
follow them. to beat them. Tiras ſeeing his at- 
my tobe part of them fled, and_part to be 1lain, 
he cryed to his people, faying ; 1s it not a ſhame for you, 
7 Romans, and 4 wonaerful great diſhaneur, t0 flee 
from the Jews, ſo hunger beaten, famiſhed, almoſt acad 
_  for- thirſt, and beſieged? - Alas, hew ſhall ye pit away 


this 
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this your rebuke, and igniming ? When at all Nas 
- . Fions, which heretofore ye have moſt valiantly [ub« 
dued, fhall hear that ye flee from theſe dead "Jews, 
whoſe whole Land we have in poſſeſſion, ſo that they 
have nothing left but this 'only Town, which we have 
| fo battered, that they have but one only wall to de- 
fend themſelves. Beſides this they are very few, we 
are inumerable; they have no Nati to aid them, we 
have help of all Lands: Why then do ye flee from their 
feght, like as ſmall impotent birds flee from the Eagle? 
What though the Jews ww and hazard themſelves 
defperately for their Temple and Land, why ao you 
»ot the ſame alſo in theſe wars, to . get you a renown

* But the fews prevailed that day, and had the 
upper hand; wherefore they returned mto the Town 
with great glory, having put the Romans to ſo 
 greata foil. Tirzs commanded his to addreſs and 
prepare the other two Rams that were left to bat- 
ter the walls of 7er9/alem withal: Wherefore the 
Roman Carpenters caſt a trench, to prepare and ſet 
up the Rains in ſuch places as Titas had aſhgned

The 7ews were aware of it well enough, but 
winked at that matter 4s. yet, until they had 
planted the maſter beams between the ſtanding 
poſts. So when the work was finiſhed, even to 
the hanging up of the Engines betwixt the ſtand- 
ing - poſts to ſhake the Wall 'withall 5 the Ro- 
mans being fecure and void of care, nothing 
miſtruſting that the fews would ſtir, becauſe 
they had been quiet a few nights, and never if- 
ſhed forth of the. City : apon a certain . night,

_Eleazar therefore choſe 100 valiant Souldi- 

_ ers, and with them he- iſſued out of the Town 
before day: The {ame night the Romans had 

' made fires about their Engines where they 
watched; becauſe of the cold: the Artificers and 
Souldiers that kept the watch and ward about the 
Romans, Were in number a hundred and fifty. 
The day was the 27 of the month of September, 
which - was the ninth month that Tims had be- 
{te ged 7erul, alem, Eleazar and his COMPpany thus £- 
being iflued out, came and found ſome of the 
Romans. ſnorting about the fires, others watch- 
ing in their wards, and killed them all,, thac 
not one remained. Then ſome of Eleazars 
company- {et fire upon the Rams, burnt the

- When it was day, Tit#s obſerved the ſmoak 

of the fire mounting up very- foul, and ſtinking 
of the wood and mea together 5 he drew towards 
the place therefore with his Hoſt, to fee what 
the mater was: Eleaſar in the mean ſeaſon, and 
.-lis companions, took 'as they might get, every 
man a piece of the Engines out of the fire, or ſome 
of their heads that they had killed, and return- 
ed. with great joy, flouting the Romans, and laugh- 
ing them to {corn by the way, till they came 
to the gates. of feruſalem, where they were re- 
ceived of Schimeon and fehochana , with great 
honour. - - Ps - 2 — _.

- - Soon! after this, came many ſouldiers and great 
bands of men out of all Nations, that were ſubject 
to the Empire of the Romans, to aid. Titas; to 
whom Titzs declared what hapned him in: that 
liege, the ſtoutneſs of the fews, and how. they had 
annoyed many ways the Roman army,adding more- 
over and asking. thems did you ever ſee four 
men withſtand ten thouſand, and five hundred,

Bur the Princes of the Romans defired Titus ' that 
he ſhould not permit them this, leſt he ſhould en- 
creaſe their own ſorrows, if peradventure they 
ſhould be diſcomfited ( fay they-) of the 1ews, and 
the matter redound unto their own (hame. For if we. 
which are acquainted with them, and know: their 
manner of fight, cannot ſuſtain their violence, how 
ſhall they do it that never had proof of the ſtrength 
and force of the lews> They thall be to them like 
 Hyſſop which grows upon the walls, in compariſon 
of - the Cedar-trees of Libanus. EI > 
. The. other faid, nay; they ſhould do well 
enough with them. And they urged Titzs {0 
inſtantly, that they conſtrained him to grant 
them their deſire. . Then Tir#s gave them leave 
to ſet upon the Jews, thinking with himſelf;

iThen 7ehochanan and Eleazar iflued with one | 
thouſand five hundred good men of War, the 

ninth day of the month Tebeth, which was the 
tenth month that Tirns had beſieged 7ernſalcm, 


and overthrew of the Gentiles of that Hoſt fifty ſe- | 
_venthouſandand fiyehundred men, beſtdes three 


thouſand whom they took priſoners: but of the 
7ews were ho more {lain in” that fight than only 


' ſeven, whoſe bodies with muchrejoycing and great 


triumph they carried with them into the Town, 
and buried them there, left peradventure the 


uncircumciſed ſhould have miſordered them. The 
Gentiles that were left, with great ſhame and dis- 
honour. returned unto Tiras who -reprehend- 


ed them becauſe "they would not believe the 
Romans. The next day following , the fews 
-..brovyht forth the three thouſand Nobles and

Gentlemen that | they had taken priſoners, and 
plucked out of every one of them an eye, and: cut 
offevery man the one hand, after ſent them: back 
with ſhame and reproach tq Tirzs camp. T 
Then Tirns conſulted with all his Princes what 
were beſt to do with the 1/-aelites; and when every 
man had faid his. mind, he liked never a mans 
counſel, but ſaid unto them, Well, I have deviſed 
this with my ſelf, which I will follow, and no man 
ſhall bring me-from my purpoſe : we will keep the 
ſtege without any aſſault or skirmiſh, for their vic- 
tuals failed them long ago, and ſo they ſhall be fa- 
miſhed. Beſides this, when they ſhall ſee us ceaſe to 
fight with them, they will fall at variance amongſt

This counſel was thought good of all7;ras's Prin- 
ces, Wherefore they beſteged the Town as Titzs 
had commanded, and cloſed up all the ways of the 
City round abour, leſt the fews ſhould as they had 
done before, come upon them unawares. They ap- 
pointed moreover watch day and night, to- take. 
heed that no man ſhould come out of the Town to- -

Then encreaſ{ed the hunger in erzſalem, which 
ifit had not been fo grievous, the City had never 
been won : for the {ouldiers of the Town were 
lighter than Eagles, and fiercer than Lions. There 
died therefore of the famine wonderful many of the 
eruſalemites, ſothat. the Jews conld not find place 
to bury them in, they were ſo many in every place 
of the Town. Many caſt their dead folks into their 
Wells, and tumbled afterwards in. themſelyes and 
. died: Many allo made themſelves graves, and 
| Eventinto them alive, where they tatried 'day and

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' night and died unmourned for. For all mourning 
and accuſtomed lamentation for the dead was left 


off, becauſe of the unmeaſarable famine, which 
was ſo great that it cannot be told, and I cannot 


relate the thouſandth part of the miſchief that fol- 
low'd of the hunger. Titzs ſeeing the innumera- 
' ble carkafles of the dead that were caſt into the 


Brook Cedron like dung, was wonderfully amazed 
with fear, and ſtretced out his hands toward: hea- 


ven, ſaying, Lord God of heaven and Earth, whom 


the Iſraelites believe in, cleanſe me from this ſin, which 
furely Tam not the cauſe of : for I required peace of them, 
but they refuſedit, and they themſelves are cauſe of this

Schimeon was killing of thoſe ten, certain ſubſtantial 
rich men paſſed by, and were wonderfully amazed 
when they ſaw the thing, ſaying one to another, 
How long will-God: ſufter the malice of Schimeor, 
and will not ſearch ont the blood of juſtmen,- nor 


revenge them? Certain ſeditions perſons' hearing 


| this, told it unto-. Schimeon, who commanded 


_ to be apptehendedand murthered the ſame

men of Zeryſulem, Which ſeeing forty two inno-

Eleazar the ſon of Anani the Prieſt ſeeing the 
malice and wickedneſs of Schimeon tobe great; and 
that he deſtroyed the juſt and godly men of the 
City, and that there wasno hope left, he betook 
himſelf to the Tower of Jer»ſalem, remained in 
it, and keptit with his. Jehndas alſo a Captain over 
a thouſand men, which kept a Turret that Schi-

out at that ſhour againſt 7oſeph to take him ; when 
ſhe heard that, by and by ſhe run out of the houſe 
that ſhe was kept in, and climbed up the walls as 
luſtily as though ſhe had been a young girl of 14 


years old, tore her hair, andcryed out, weeping, and | 
{aying before. all them that were preſent; Is my_ 
hope then come to this > Could Lever have look-

ſome of them alſo to wear Golden Scepters, and 
{ome Scepters of ſilver, with other Ornaments up- 
on their heads : he called them together, and {aid 
unto them, .Lay away this vain .oftentation, theſe 
things are they that provoked the Aramites and 
Aratians to work this wickednels, againſt;theſe poor 
miſerable fews which fled forth unto us, that they 
might live under our protection. The Captains 
therefore and Princes of the Romans hearing T it 
commandment were obedient, and ſtraight laid a- 
way from them thoſe Ornaments of Gold and 
Silver. Tits allo gave commandment, that the 
reſt of the Arabians and the Aramites ſhould be 
-banithed the Camp, and” that no. man heeeaſter 
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ſhould comniit any ich heinous deed againſt the 


?ews. Notwithſtanding, when as any Aramite or 


Arabian could get any, few far out of the Camp 


that 0 man might ſee it; he killed him. 


. Of the Ronars in the Camp, no man either did 


or ſaidany evil unto the tes, fave certain ungod- 
ly Rufhans, which had learned of tlie Aramires and 
Arabians, thoſe evil and wicked pranks: for they 


alſo when-they chanced to meet with any Jew out 


_of the Camp, if there were no man by, they killed 
him, and took away his Gold and filver that lay hid 
_z .. 

When this came to T3r#ss ear; he comnianded to 
make Proclamation inthis wiſe : Wholoever he be 
that hath ſeen, heard or known any thing of 


this horrible deed, which is committed of certain - 


Romans upon the Jews, or whoſoever hath doneany 
ſuch thing himſelf, lec him come and make relation 
unto-Titzs, which if he do, the matter ſhall be for- 
given him; if not, he ſhall bear the burden of his 
own. wickedneſs, and ſtand at his peri}, if any thing 
be proved againſt him hereafter. Tg 

Therefore certain Remars who were conſcious to 


themſelves that they had committed the deed, and 


being afraid bf Titzs, reaſoned with themfelves 
thus : If we do not confeſs unto him the cruch, he 


will by his wiſdom ſearch out theſe offenders, and 


puniſh them to death: Wherefore truſting unts 
Titas's words of the proclamation, they came all, 
whoſoever had either done it himſelf, or known 
others to do it ; and declared it to Tiras {aying, 
| This have I done, This have Iknown, This was I 

 acceſſary unto, and have not hicherto made thee 
privy thereuato. ' There yur of them in _ 
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The Wars of the Tews. 
. ber 320, ten, that made this confeſonz All - 
"thoſe Tir#4. commanded to be caſt into hot Ovens, 
and to be burned. This done, the Jews were more 
ſafe ever after in the Romans Camp without any 
jeopardy, no man, hurting them either in word or 
deed; yea, if any Roman found a ew abroad wan- 
_ dring, he conducted him. gently and peaceably into 
COT rn nn OR noo. 
There was a certain Scribe of Jcrsſalem at that 
time, a faithfull man, whoſe name was enachem,

The Seditious hearing them talking with 
7oſeph, inthe preſence of Titus, and that they ſpake © 
reverently of him, and honoured his father calling 
him Lord, they ran upon them with their drawn 
Swords to kill them ; Then cryed they unto 77t»s, 
Dear Lord and Maſter, reſcue us: The Romans 
therefore made ſpeed -to deliver them ' out of the 
. hands of the Seditious 3 So roſe there a fray in the 
midſt of the Temple, between - the Romans, and + 
the Fews;- The Romans fled into the 'place called 
Santtum SanfForum, which was the holieſt of all, and 
the 7ews followed after, and ſlew them even there. - 
Titus - ſtanding without, cryed unto —_—_ | 
and ſaid unto him : Heareft thou Jehochanan? Is 
not thy Wickeaneſs yet great enough? Wilt. thou never 
make an end of miſchief ? Where is the honour of thy God ? 
Is it not written. in the Law of thy God, of the Sandtum 
yanctorum, that no ſtranger ought to coſhe at it, but © 
only the high Prieſt, aud that bat once a year, becanſeit 
is the holieſt of all ? And now how dareſt thou be ſo bold” , 
to kill thoſe that are-eſcaped unto it ? And how dare you oY 
ſhed the blood of the uncircumciſed therein, whom ye - © 
WW 4bhor, and yet mix their blood with yours? The 
Lord your GOD is my witneſs, that T would not have 
this Houſe deſtroyed ? but your own wicked works, and 
Jour-own, hands do pull it down.

But when he ſaw that none of the Seditious gave 
any regatd to his words, he.choſe out ofthe Romans, 
thirty . thouſand valiant fighting men, and gave 
them commandment to take and occupy, the entry 

_ of the Temple, whichis a holy Court, and deter- 
mined to go with them himſelf; but his Nobles 
would not ſuffer him, but willed him to remain 
upon a high place where he might behold his ſoul- 
diers fight :and when they ſee thee afar off, their | 
hearts ſhall be-comforted, and they. ſhall fight ac- 
cording as thou wilt with them: but come not- ar 
the entry ofthe Temple thy ſelf, leſt thou be'de- 
ſtroyed amongſt others. Cr 
Tims followed the counſel of his Captains and 
went not out atthat time with his men to the bat- 
tle. He made chief Captains of that hoſt of thirty 
_ thouſand; one Karilzs and Roftizs, rwo great Com-. 
manders , who had order to ſet upon the 1ews that 
night, when they ſhould beaſleep, with warineſs. | 
The Romans therefore doing after his command- 
ment {et-upon the Jews, but the /ews having- intel- 
Jigence of the matter, kept diligent watch, . and 


. withſtood the Romans all theaight.. But the Romans 


were not haſty to fightin the. dark, feaxing leſt it

might turn to their own harm. As ſoon there- 
fore as it was day the Jews divided: themſelves, 
- and beſtowed their Companies at the gates of the 
entrance, and fought like men. 

Karilus and Roſtivs beler the Temple round a- 
| bout, that not one of the fews might e{cape out, and 
_ 1o the battle encreaſed between them for the ſpace 
of ſeyen dayes ; ſometimes the Romars getting the 
upper hand of the fews, driving them within the 
entrance : ſometimes the 7ews encouraging them- 
ſelves, made the Romans retire, and purſued them to 
the walls of the Avtochia :in this manner fought 
they theſe ſeven days. TD 

After the Romans turned back from the Tws, 
and would not fight hand to hand with them any 
more. Then Tiz#--commanded the wall of the . 
Antechia to be pulled down further, that there 
might be place for all his hoſt to enter. 
. The famunein the mean ſeaſon grew more grie- 
vous, {o thatno food was left. For the Jews began 
now to iſſue oat, and ſteal Horſes, Aſſes, and other 
beaſts, whatſoever they could catch even out of 
the Remans Camp, that they might dreſs them {ome 
meat, and ſuſtain their lives 3 which they doing 
oftentimes , at length the Romans perceivedit, arid 
' were wonderfully i{pleaſed at the matter, where- 
fore they ſet Watch and ward round about the 
. Camp, leſtby the deceit of the ws, they ſhould be 

ſpoiled of their cattel, So. after that, the Jews 
could ſteal no more thence. - ” EE 
Afterward notwithſtanding, they armed them- 
ſelves, and ifltied out at the Eaſt Gate, and brake 
the wall that Tits had raiſed for his own ſafety, 
Jeſt the Jews ſhould iſſue out upon a ſudden, and 
EEE / a3 _ _ - [ane 
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 comeupon him at unawares. A fort of tall fel- 
lows therefore of the youth of the fews, iſſued out 
at the breaches of the wall, and got up quickly 
to the Mount Oliver, where they found horſes, 
mules, afles, and much other cattel; and {laying 
_ their Keepers, they drove them before them with 
great ſhouts into the Town. The Remars per- 
ceving it purſued them. Wherefore the young 
 mendivided themſelves into two bands : the one 
| rodrive the booty, and the other, -to reſiſt the 
Romans, So there was a fore fight between 
them, but the 7ews got the upper hand, and went 
their ways clear with, the prey toward 7eraſalem. 
For the fews came forth, conſtrained by the ne- 
_ ceſlity of hunger, and fought for their living :.the 
Romans had no cauſe to fight fave only for ſhame, 
toſee their cattle driven away before their eyes, 
for otherwiſe they put not their. lives in jeopardy 
to fight unto death. as the 7ews did, yet there were | 
many of the Romans {lain in that fight. = 
The ws while the Romans purſued themin vain 
got into the Town with their ſpoil and prey, an 
| ſtraightway turned upon the Romans and drove 
them back, purſuing them again till they came al- 
- ' moſt roTirus Camp, which when the ' other Ro- 
mans \aw, they iflued forth to the reſcue of their 
tellows, and purſued thoſe young-men, either to 
kill them, -or take them, albeit they eſcaped to the 
'Town withoutany harm, fave that they took a 
_ Boy, andbrought him unto: 7ir#s. He that took 
this Lad, was called Pornus. . 


- Sothe Romays ptevailed againſt the Tews at that 
.rime, and fora certain tokei\ of the Victory, they 
had this young Jew priſoner, 'Purnes: that took 
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him, was had in great eſtimation for thati:a&; of+

_ Titus apparelled the Boy, and committed himto' 
Tſephto keep. "This boy: had a brother .amongſt: 
them that eſcaped into the Town,' a vile perſonage,* -

done. 'Fhere wasa great hotife joyhed unto - the 
fide of the Temple. that King - Solomon had; builded, 


___ - ofagrear height, whoſe walls alſo the: Kings of 
= OE MO ow ee, — —_— 
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the Second 'Temple had raiſed on height, and had 
decked it with Timber of Firr, and Cedar-trees: 
The fews went and anointed every where the 
Cedar Timber of the houſe with brimſtone and 
pitch abundantly : So when the Romans came a+ 
gain to. the Temple to aſlault the ews and pur- 
ſued them unto that Palace, They entred the 
Palace after the ws,, who went- out again ano- 
ther way and ſome climbed up to the battlements 
of the houſe, others ſetup ladders to ſcale it : Then 
rejoyced they wonderfully, ſaying, The palace is 
taken, now have the Jews no plat left to flee unto 
for refuge. Thus when the Romans had gotten 
the Palace, and the honſe was full of them, a cer- 
tain /ew, a young man vowing himſelf deſperately

_ onthe gates anointed before with brimſtone and 
pitch, and ſtraightway the fide wall of the houſe, 
and the whole building began to be - on a light

- The ſo alſo ſtood in' harneſs. round about the 
Houſe leſt any of the Romans ſhould eſcape. Where- 
fore ſo many ofthe Romans as entred into the Houſe, 
were deſtroyed with the fire, which was twenty two 
thouſand men of war. Tims hearing the cry of 
the Romans that periſhed in . the fire, made ſpeed. 
with all his -men to come and reſcue them, but 
could not deliver them out of the fire, it burnt fo- 
vehemently ; . wherefore Tits and his men wept + 
' bitterly, "The Romans that were above upon the 
Houle, when they ſaw their Maſter Tits weep, 
and the fire to be between them; that neither could 
come to one another, they caft themſelves 6 _ 
£ as. ead- 
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headlong from the battlements of the houſe, which 
was very high, .and died, ſaying, We will dye.in 
Titus's preſence, to get usa name thereby. . 
_  Thefews kept the gates of the Palace,” and if 
they perceivedany man go about to eſcape out of 
_ thefire,or to comedown from the battlements,them 
they killed with.their {words.- Me 
In that fire was a certain great Commander, of 
_ theſtock of Kings, whoſe name was Longinus, to 
whom the Jews cryed, and flouted hum, {aying, 
come hither unto-us, that thou mayeſt ſave thy lite;

the gate, fearing the fews would kill him. Where-

© Another great Commander alſo. was: in that 
fire, whoſe name was Artorixs, who looking forth 
from the top of the houſe, ' ſaw: one of his dear 
friends by Tirss, which was called Larizs, to whom * 
Artorias called ſaying,- my dear. friend Lacins, get 
on thy Armour and come hither thatI may. leap 
down upon thee, and thou mayeſt. receive: ine. - 
IfI dye, Imake thee my heirs if thoudye, thy chil- 
drenſhall inherit my goods. '. Wherefore -Lxcins 
ranand held his lap open at the houſe fide, and 
Arterias leapt. down, and lightupon him. with ſach 
weighr, that they both died therewith,  . Titus 
commanded the covenant that. they made. before 
- their death, to be written on a ſword with blood, 
and ther friendſhip to be noted in. the Chronicles 
of the Romans, that it might bean example to all 
men to learn true friendſhip by : At- that time 
therefore the ews revenged themſelves meetly 
__ wel} upon the Remars, The fire burnt till it came 
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tothe Chickijahu King of Tehxda; and had almoſt 
- taken the Temple of the Lord, which the Romans 
ſeeing fled out of the town, and got them to their 
tents, a great part of them being deſtroyed by 
the cruelty of the Jews, ſo that few. of them re- 

- mained. The reſt therefore lay ſtill in their fiege 
. round about the Town, ſaying we ſhallnot beable 
to win the Town by the {word, but rather we muſt

proclamation to be made throughout all his Camp 
tor thei ſafety, Then died many of -the Jews, ſo 
that every place was fall of dead bodies. The men 
of War of the Edwnites which were with Schimeon, 
perceiving how the matter went, ſent Embaſladors 
to 7itzs to defire peace, and to ſave their lives : 
Which when it came to Schimgons ear, he went unto 
them, and {lew the chief of them, and. their No- 
Hlemen:. and the reſt of the.people of the Z4e- 
mites fled unto Titas, From that time forth 7i- 
#5 commanded his mento-uſe no more cruelty to 
the Jews, S001 after fled Jehochanan and Schimeon, 
_ -and hid themſelves in certain cayes, The reſt .of 
the chief mien. of the Jews that were with them, ' 
it ſeeing them now to be fled; came down from the 
ll _ [Moynttq 774 andfell down upon their faces ki | 
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fore him upon the ground, whom Titzs received 
fently. As for the Seditious that were with Schi- . 
meonand Jehochanan, they fought till they all dyed: 
together. | ut 
Then came forth unto Titzs one 1oſhna a Prieſt, 
{on of Scaftai, the High Prieſt, bringing with him 
two Candleſticks of gold which were in the San- 
Ctyary, and the Tables of gold, with other veſlels of 
ſilver and gold 3and alſo the holy -veſtures 'decked 
with-gold and precious ſtones 3 all thoſe he gaye to 
Titus, who made him chief Prieſt over them that re- 
mained, next unto'Þſeph the Prieſt : for Tiras gave 
Tofeph authority as well over the Prieſts, and Le- 
vites, as over the whole people of the Jews. Then 
was Gorios the Father -of Joſeph that writ this 
Hiſtory, brought out of priſon, with his wifeand 
children, among whom was one -Bonion, Doſephs 
younger brother ; he was a very wiſe and godly 
Prieſt, by whom God beſtowed many benefits upon: 
the Iſraelites: for Titus left him at Terzſalem, and 
took him not with him, - as he did Joſeph. Hſephs 
father- lived after the City was taken, - twenty 
months and died. They took alſo one Phineas a 
Prieſt, who was keeper of the treaſure-houſe: he 
bewrayed and detected to the Romazs, all the trea- 
{ures of the Prieſts, and their Veſtments ; he gave 
alſo unto Tirzs a moſt precious oyl, with {weet 
adours, and perfumes, and garments alſo. of pur- 
ple, which the Kings. of the ſecond Temple had 
given. Wherefore both this Phineas, and Ioſhna 
whom we mentioned before tranſgreſſed the Co- 
venant of the Lord, and offended God, in that - - 
they delivered his Jewels to the enennies of his _ 
people, which they ought not to haye done, Z

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rather to have died for the glory of the Lord, as 
the other Prieſts did, Wk calt themſelves mto 
. "Thus was the City of 7erxſalem taken, with all 
the precious things that were therein, And Tiras 
went up to Mount Sion, took it, and' razed the. 
walls thereof, Three dayes after, Tehochanan fore 
vext with hunger, left his place where he larked, 
- and came to Tirzs, fell down before him, and ki{- 
fed his feet, ſaying, Save me O Lord King. Tits 
commanded him to be fettered with iron chains, 
and when he had cauſed him to be carried about 
the Camp, ſo bound, and to be mocked of all men,

Afterward came Schimeon alſo forth of his den 
being driven to it with famine.

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The number of the ?ews, as well Citizens as 0- 
thers , that cameunto the feaſt of 7eruſalem, which 
were ſlajn, partly by the Remavs, -partly by the Se- 
ditious, during the whole time of theſe wars, was 
known to be eleven hundred thouſand, belides them 
whoſe number was not known ; only they were 
counted -which were {lain and buried : Befides them, 
they alſo were not reckoned, that after the death 
of Jehochanvan and Schimecn, died with Eleazar 
the ſon of Arari the Prieſt : They that were led 
priſoners by Tirzs to Rome, were {ixteen thouſand 
men. | 
"= Titus with Tofeph went to Rome, leaving Boman, 
 oſephs brother at Jeruſalem, who was appointed to 
be the chief Prisſt of them that abode there ; for 
Joſeph did requeſt it of Tiras, which. he performed. 

The Seditious wereall {lain in the battel which they 
- took in hand for the peoples ſake, and the Temple 
of the Lord: thoſe alſo, that Tirs took priſoners, 
were put to vile deaths, for he reſerved many to be 
mocking-ſtocks in every City, where he patled by 
inthe way to Rowe ; and 1n- every town he com- 
nianded ſome of them to be brought forth, and caſt 
unto the Lions till they were all conſumed. ==

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This people although they had no knowledge of 
the uſe of Iron nor Armour ; yet this was their 
manner, That one of them witha great pole 
barnt a littleat the end, would put to flight a 
hundred good ſouldiers, were they never ſo well 
appointed, and armed. Until this year they were 
always ſhut in, but now being opprefled witha 
great dearth and famine throughout all the land, 
they ſeat Embaſladors to the people of Hurkas 
rheir neighbours, requiring them that they would 
open the ſtraits of the Mountains, that they might 
come forth with taeir wives and children to. ſeek 
them food. 2 nn 
The Hwrkians granted their requeſts, and open- 
ed them theentrances of the Mountains ; So they 
came forth, wandring here and there, ' ſpoiling 
divers Countries, till at length: they took their 
journey toward the Mountains of the Land of A1a- 
_ dai, wherethey found horſes, namely in the De- 
fart of Madai, amongſt the people of Ararat 
They got thoſe horſes, leap'd upon them,andentred 
the Land of Madai. The prefident*or Ruler of 
the Country hearing thereof, fled: into the higheſt 
hills, leaving his wife and children behind him for 
' haſte, he was fo afraid of the Alanites, knowing 


_ their valiantneſs. Straightway he ſent unto them 


 Einbaſſadours to make peace with them, and he 
- would let them have victuals upon this condition, 
that they would not ſpoil his Countrey: They - 
made anſwer, If ſo be he would maintain them, 
and let them have food for the ſpace af one- month, 
til} the corn-in their own Countrey wereripe, they 
_ woutd return home again at the months end ; for 
we defire not (fay they )thy gold or filver, be-

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ing men ſeparated from all entercourſe in. tra 
fick with other people, nor afy thing elſe than food 
.do we ſeek. Fr, 
* This their requeſt the Ruler granted them, and 
let them have a certain Grain called Mill , ſodden. - 
with onekind of fleſh or other. The number of 
them was {even thouſand one hundred and fifty, 

* and five thouſand one hundred -and forty perſons. 
When the month was ended, and the Alanites, un- 
derſtood the corn in their own Countrey was ripe, 

_ they departed out of the Land of Madai, according 
as they had {worn, and returned toward their own 
Countrey. _ 

And as they were in their way homeward, A- 
thridates King of Ararat came againſt them to annoy 
them, minding to drive them from his coaſts, leſt 
they ſhould waſte his Countrey. Therefore while - 
they marched through. this Countrey going toward 
their own, thridates made war upon them, bur 

. his men were beaten down by the Alanizes, like 
as graſs falls upon the ground when a ſtrong man = 
treads upon it. Then one of the young men of pL 7 
the Alanites, in deſpight, put a rope about AMithri- 
dates neck; and drew him after him, uato his 

* great ſhame. - Mithridates gat out his {word, and 
cut a{under the ropeand fled. Towhom the 4- 
lanites looking back ſaid, Go. thy way, get thee 
home and make no more war upon us hereaiter ; 
for we were not-minded to waſte thy Land, nor 
yet to kill thy people. For if we had ever in-' 
tended it, Could we not have done it long 'ago, - 
whea as nothing is betwixt us and you, but the 
Mountains of Ararat? But we were of this mind, 
that we ſhould greatly offend to kill yen of or habe 
"ey 9 "thine: 
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ſhape and likeneſs. . See now how Alexande#; 
which went about to ſubdue the whole earth, and 
'  todeclare his power cloſed us up within our land, 
Why 3 becauſe he was afraid we {ſhould come out 
upon him. But welaughthim- to ſcorn when he 
did it If we had liſted, we could have letted him 
from ſhutting us in, and to make no peace with 
him : but-we made no reckoning of his doings,
